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KINc CgARLES I. 


CxLLED the Martyr, was third ſon of James I. by Ann of Den- 
mark, his Queen, and born in Scotland, 1600. 

He ſucceeded his father in 1625, at the time his marriage was nego- 
tiating in France with Henrietta Maria, daughter of Henry IV. of 
France, and Mary of Medices. 10 

Charles had the misfortune to be brought up in the arbitrary princi- 
ples of his father, and too much reſembled him in a continual variance 
with his Parliaments, which, together with his inſincerity towards them, 
at laſt made ſuch a breach between them, that a civil war enſued : 
when many of thoſe favourites who had cheriſhed his deſpotic ideas were 


| brought to the block, as in the end he was himſelf, 1648-9. 


He bore his troubles with magnanimity. 

It is remarked, he would have made a much better figure in private 
life, than he did upon the throne, being a good — father, and 
maſter. 

Amongſt many accompliſhments, he had a taſte for the Arts, and was 
a lover and encourager of them; beſides forming one of the fineſt col- 
lections then in Europe, of Pictures, Drawings, and other matters of 
curioſity. 


Prince RUPERT, 


Third ſon of the unfortunate King of Bohemia, by Elizabeth, eldeſt 
daughter of James I. was born at Prague, 1619. 

During his youth he was brought up to arms, ſo that at nineteen 
years of age he had the command of a regiment of horſe, in the battle 
of Ulota. | | 

In 1642 he came to England, at the requeſt of his uncle Charles I. who 
made him a Knight of the Garter, General of his Horſe, and the year 


following, on his great ſucceſs againſt the Parliament Forces, Duke of 


Cumberland, &c. His valour and fortune being ſuch, that he ſeldom 
engaged them but he gained the advantage. 
In 1645 fortune forſook him, and he loſt the King's favour, by. giving 


up too eaſily, as His Majeſty thought, the city of Briſtol (which he 


* taken for him two years before), and was deprived of all his Com- 
fions. © The City was on fire, and the Prince had no other way to 
< ſave it, himſelf and garriſon, but the way he then took.” 
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The year following he retired to France, and from thence to Holland, 
where, in 1648, the Fn of Wales (ſoon after Charles II.) gave him 
the command of his ſhips, with which he having but little ſucceſs, be- 
ſides the misfortune of loſing ſome by ſhipwreck (and nearly periſhing 
himſelf), he retired again to France, and from thence to his Palatinate. 

After the Reſtoration he became a Privy Counſellor, and when the 
wars with the Dutch broke out, was made Admiral of the Engliſh 
Fleets, jointly and alone; and in both inſtances ſhewed his courage and 
abilities to an extraordinary degree. When Peace was finally con- 
cluded with Holland, he retired to. his favourite chymical and philoſo- 
phical ſtudies, chiefly reſiding at Windfor. | 

This great man, amongſt other uſeful and curious inventions, is ſaid 
to have found out the art of Mezzotinto Engraving. He died 1682, 


Prince MAvuRice, 


A younger brother of Prince Rupert, was born 1620. He alſo havin 
been brought up to arms, accompanied him to England, and had a 
command under him in moſt of his fignal exploits; and when a ſole 
commander, took Exeter, Dartmouth, &c. s 

When his brother retired, he went with him, and ſerved in the Prince 
of Wales's fleet, but being detached with a part of that unfortunate 
fleet, he periſhed by ſhipwreck, as he was cruiſing betwixt the Iſlands of 
St. Chriſtopher and Totudas, 1654. 


He was the firſt Knight of the Garter made by Charles IT. 


Joun WiLLIiams, Biſhop of Lincoln, 


Youngeſt ſon of Edmund Williams, Eſq. was born at Aber-Conway, in 
Wales, and educated at Cambridge, where he became eminent for his 
learning and other endowments. 

In 1611, Lord Chancellor Egerſon made him his Chaplain, and being 
taken with his addreſs and great.abilities, enriched him by giving him 


ſeveral good livings. The Chancellor uſed to conſult and adviſe with 


him on many occaſions; in ſhort, he prepared him for the preferment he 
met with after his death. 
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In 1617, he became Chaplain in Ordinary to James I. in 1619 he was 
made Dean of Saliſbury, the next year removed to that of Weſtminſter, 
and the year after that, was made Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, and 
Biſhop of Lincoln. 

Charles I. ſoon after his acceſſion (notwithſtanding his extraordina 
merit) to pleaſe his favourites, Buckingham and Laud, took the Great 
Seal from him, and the Duke, not contented with this, obtained a com- 
miſſion of thirteen perſons to examine into his paſt actions: but, to the 
Biſhop's great honour, they could find nothing criminal in them. 

On calling the ſecond Parliament in this reign, when he received his 
ſummons, he had orders with it not to take his ſeat, which he complied 
with ; but on the calling the third, receiving the like order, he refuſed 
to comply,and went to the Houſe, and exerted himſelf in ſupporting the 
Petition of Right. After this he was continually haraſſed by the Court 
Party with vexatious ſuits, and at laſt fined by the Star Chamber. 
10,000]. and to be impriſoned during the King's pleaſure ;while he was 
in the Tower he was fined 8000l. more, for receiving letters which they 
conceived libellous (from Mr. Oſbaldiſton)-without giving up the au- 
thor. In 1640 the Houſe of Lords ſent the Uſher of the Black Rod, 
and demanded him from the Tower; and accordingly he was releaſed, 
and took his ſeat there. | 

The year following Charles, finding his affairs ſo critical, and. the Bi- 
ſhop's willingneſs to ſerve him, made him Archbiſhop of York : ſoon 
after which, in the Houſe of Lords, he ably defended the rights of the 
Biſhops fitting there: however they ſent him and the reſt of his bre- 


thren to the Tower, till they paſſed the Bill againſt them. After his 


releaſe he retired to Wales, and fortified Conway Caſtle for the King, 
who agreed with him to repay his expences, before the cuſtody of it 
ſhould be taken from him; but, contrary to this, it was ſeized on by Sir 
John Owen of the King's party, who even detained his effects, together 


with the people's in the neighbourhood, who had depoſited them there 


for ſafety. The Archbiſhop not being able to get any redreſs for this 
injury, join'd the country people, and Colonel Milton of the Parliament 


tide, and retook it, when he and the people had their effects reſtored 


them. 


After this the Prelate retired to the houſe of Lady Moſtyn, where he 
continued till his death (which happened on his birth-day), 1650. |

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MaTTuew WEN, Biſhop of Norwich, 


The ſon of a Merchant in London, was educated at * 
where, when James I. viſited that Univerſity, he pleaſed him much, “ by 
« the acuteneſs of his Philoſophy Act, in which he diſtinguiſhed upon 


His Majeſty, that his dogs might perform more than others by the 
«© Prerogative.” 


Afterwards he commenced Doctor of Divinity, became Chaplain to 


Biſhop Andrews, next to Henry Prince of Wales, after whoſe death he 


attended Prince Charles into Spain. 
Having been made Maſter of Peterhouſe, and Dean of Windſor, he 


in 1634 was promoted to the Biſhopric of Hereford, the next year to 


that of Norwich, and laſtly, 1638, to Ely. 
While he was Biſhop of Norwich, © he paſſionately and warmly pro- 


« ceeded againſt the Diſſenting Congregations, ſo that many left the 


« kingdom, to the hurt of our Woollen Manufactory.” 
In the Long Parliament he was impriſoned (but never brought to 
trial) remaining a priſoner till the Reſtoration, having been confined 


.near fifteen years. He died in the eighty-ſecond year of his age, and 


was buricd in the New Church of Pembroke-hall, Cambridge (which 
himſelf had erected), with extraordinary ſolemnity, being attended by 
the whole Univerſity, and ordered by a Herald. 


JosE FH HALL, Biſhop of Norwich, 


Called the Engliſh Seneca, was born 1574, in Briſtow Park, Leiceſ- 
terſhire, and educated at Cambridge. During his youth he was a wit 
and a poet : 

I firſt adventure, follow me who liſt, 
And be the ſecond Engliſh ſatyriſt. 


His firſt preſentation was the Rectory of Halſted, in Suffolk; the 


next Waltham Abbey, in Eſſex; while in the former he married a wife, 
with whom he lived 49 years happily ! | 


For his merit he was made Chaplain to Henry Prince of Wales, Pre- 
bendary of Wolverhampton, and Dean of Worceſter. And being in 


great eſteem with James I. for his theological knowledge, was ſent 
(being a Doctor of Divinity) to the Synod of Dort, where, after having 


diſplayed his great abilities, he was honourably diſmiſſed, and preſented 
with a gold medal. 
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In 1624 he was offered the Biſhopric of Glouceſter, which he de- 
clined ; however three years after accepted that of Exeter, from thence 
he was tranſlated to Norwich 1641, ſoon after which he was ſent to the 
Tower, by the Parliament, with the other Biſhops. On his releaſe 
thence he lived at his Biſhopric in quiet till 1643, when the Parliament 
ſequeſtered the revenues of the Biſhops. Then he was obliged to live 
upon the allowance of Parliament, and retired to a little eſtate he rented 
at Higham, near Norwich, where he died, 1656, in the eighty- ſecond 
year of his age. He was buried in the Church-yard of that Pariſh ; for 


in his Will he has this paſſage, © I do not hold God's houſe a meet 
* repoſitory for the dead bodies of the greateſt ſaints.” 


GEORGE VILLIERS, Duke of Buckingham, 


The great favourite of Fames I. and Charles I. was third ſon of Sir 
George Villiers, by Mary, daughter of Anthony Beaumont, Eſq. 

He was born 1592, at Brookeſby, in Leiceſterſhire, but never dif. 
covering any genius for letters, was brought up chiefly under his mo- 
ther, who had him inſtructed in dancing, fencing, and other orna- 
mental accompliſhments in which he became a great proficient ; when 
he was eighteen years old ſhe ſent him to France to learn the modes and 
faſhions of that country, together with the French language. 

In 1615, by his mother's contrivance, he was firſt brought to the fight 
of James I. while at Cambridge, where the ſtudents were entertainin 
him with the play of Ignoramus; his Majeſty no ſooner ſaw his handſome 
perſon and elegant dreſs, than he conceived a great affection for him; 
firſt made him his Cup-bearer, next a Knight, then a Gentleman of his 
Bed Chamber, with a ſettlement of a thouſand pounds a year. The year 
following, 1616, he was made Maſter of the Horſe, a Knight of the 
Garter, Baron Wheddon and Viſcount Villiers. The next year he was 
ſworn of the Privy Council, created Earl of Buckingham, and the begin- 
ning of the year following Marquis, and Lord High Admiral, &c. 
% Now he entirely diſpoſed of all the graces of the King, in conferring 
« all the honours and all the offices of the three kingdoms without ri- 
val,” and filled the court, &c. with his own creatures, relations, and 
dependants. 


In 1623, while he was in Spain with the Prince, he was created Duke 
of Buckingham. 
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On the acceſſion of Charles I. the Duke's influence ſeemed to be more 
extenſive, if poſſible, than before, for he not only preferred in Church 
and State, but had the power to keep down, diſcountenance, or ruin, all 


that had courage to oppoſe him, or. whom he even thought were not in + 


his intereſt : but above all, his unpardonable attempt to alienate the af- 
fections of his maſter from his Queen, who he had the aſſurance once to 
tell (on only conceiving a groundleſs offence) * ſhe ſhould repent it, 
* that there were Queens of England who had loſt their heads.“ 

The Rochelle and the Ifle of Rhe buſineſs, his impeachment, together 
with his murder by Felton (1628), are well known. | 

He was a man of courage, butnot of experience in military affairs, and 
a violent but open enemy. His dreſs and equipages were inexpreſſibly 
magnificent, the jewels he left behind being eſtimated at 300,000 pounds, 

He married the only daughter of the Earl of Rutland, who was the 
richeſt heireſs in the Kingdom. 8 


James HAuILTON, Marquis of Hamilton, 


The third Marquis, and ſecond Earl of Cambridge of his family, was 
born 1606, and educated in Scotland till he was fourteen years old, 
when he was ſent for by James I. and married to Lady Mary Fielding, 
CO to the Earl of Denbigh: after this he was further educated at 
Oxford. 

He ſucceeded his father 1625, juſt before the acceſſion of Charles I. 
after which he was ſworn of the Privy Council in both kingdoms. 

In 1628 he was made Maſter of the Horſe, and two years after a 
Knight of the Garter. 

In 1638 he was ſent by the King into Scotland, as High Commiſ- 
ſioner to the General Aſſembly of the Church, at the time they refuſed 
to receive the Liturgy ; but could do nothing with them, more than 


_ diſſolve their meeting. The next year he had the command of the fleet 


ſent to reduce the Covenanters; but this ended in a pacification through 
the Marquis's mediation. | 

In 1642, on the breaking out of the civil war, he went again to Scot- 
land in the King's ſervice, where the year following he received a patent 
creating him a Duke. Soon after his return, repairing to the King, at 
Oxtord, he was ordered into cuſtody, and at length conveyed to the 
Caſtle of St. Michael's, Cornwall, upon ſuſpicion of treachery, where he 


remained till 1646, when the place was taken by the Parliament forces. 
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On his releaſe he retired to the King, who had now put himfelf into the 
Scotch Army before Newark, and was well received. He after uſed 
all his endeavours to perſuade and prevent that people giving up their 
King, but without effect. | 

In 1648 he invaded England with a numerous army, but was totally 
defeated and taken priſoner. He was beheaded, 1648-9. 


James GRAHAM, Marquis of Montroſe, 


Grandſon of John Earl of Montroſe, Vice Roy of Scotland, and ſon of 
Jobn Earl of Montroſe, Preſident of the Privy Council: was born 1612, 
and ſucceeded his father 1626. He was married in his youth to Lady 
Magdalen, the youngeſt daughter of the firſt Earl of Southeſt, before 
he had finiſhed his education, which he completed afrerwards by havin 
able maſters at home: and became a great proficient in the . 
languages. | 

When he was two and twenty years of age, being juſt returned from 
his travels, he made his appearance at Court ; but his attendance there 
meeting with ſome diſcountenance from the King, he retired to Scot- 
land. Atlength he joined the diſcontented party there, and became a 
principal and active perſon amongſt them, being one who ſigned the 
Covenant. 

After the firſt expedition of the Covenanters into England, he was 
diſguſted, forſook their party, and gave up his command in the army.. 
In 1641, having been diſcovered correſponding with the King, he was 
impriſoned in Edinburgh Caſtle, but obtained his liberty about ſeven 
months after, and retired to his ſeat in the country, till the meeting of 
the Convention 1643; ſoon after which he privately withdrew from 
Scotland and went to the King, who made him a Marquis ; he had 
formed the great project of reducing Scotland to his Majeſty's obedience, 
and nearly performed it in a little more than a twelvemonth, having 
gained by his valour and ſtratagem many extraordinary victories ; till 
the fatal time arrived, when General Leſley came upon him unexpected. 
ly with the whole ſtrength of the Scotch Horſe, and totally defeated 
him, obliging him to retire again to the Highlands, from whence he 
had begun his conqueſts. After this the King ſent him orders to retire 
abroad, for the Scots had declared they would not enter into any agree- 
ment with him, till that took place; accordingly he obeyed his Majeſ- 
ty's command, 
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In 1649 he went to the Hague, to Charles II. and offered his ſer- 
vice, who received him very graciouſly and made him a Knight of the 
| Garter, giving him authority to raiſe what money, arms, ammunition, 
| and men, he could, of the Princes of Germany and the Northern Courts, 
| which, after all, only amounted to 500 men ; thoſe he embarked to the 
| Orkneys, and followed himſelf with about 100 officers, arriving there 
| in April 1650. On the news of his arrival they immediately ſent and 
| | | attacked him, and defeated his ſmall army, after a ſtout reſiſtance ; and 
It he a little after became their priſoner. On his arrival at Edinburgh 
| they treated him with every mark of malice and ignominy they could 
| deviſe, and hanged him on a gallows thirty feet high, the 21ſt of May, 
| 1650. All which he bore with a magnanimity as conſummate as any 
| of the heroes of antiquity : whom he had alſo rivalled in his great 
_— exploits. 
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WILLIAM CAvENDISH, Marquis of Newcaſtle, 


The ſon-of Sir Chorles Cavendiſh, by Catherine, daughter and ſole 
heireſs of Lord Ogle, was born 1592, and educated under his father's 
Il eye, becoming not only learned, but otherwiſe completely accom- 
| liſhed. 
| l He was made a Knight of the Bath 1610, at the creation of Heu 
Ih Prince of Wales, and on the death of his father, 1617, he became pol- 
Wl | ſeſſed of a very large eſtate, and on the death of his mother became 
ll Baron Ogle. In 1626 he was created Viſcount Mansfield, and eight 
years after that Earl of Newcaſt/e, He was alſo Firſt Lord of the Bed 
Chamber : and in 1638 was made Governor to Charles Prince of Wales 
(afterwards Charles II.), when the year following he magnificently en- 
tertained Charles I. at Welbeck, as he was marching his army towards 
the North, and ſubſcribed 10,000l. towards the expence of that expe- 
dition, beſides raiſing a troop of horſe, conſiſting of 200 Knights and 
Gentlemen, who ſerved at their own charge, and were called the 
Prince's Troop. | 

In 1640 he reſigned the Government of the Prince, finding the Par- 
lament averſe to it, and retired ; but afterwards, by the King's orders, 
( attended the Parliament ; he then retired again, till the King ſent for 

him to York : who then gave him the command of Newcaſtle, together 
with the counties of Northumberland, Cumberland, Weſtmoreland,

and Durham; where he immediately ſet out, though he had neither 
men, arms, ammunition, or money, and yet by his own perſonal inte- 
reſt, he ſecured Newcaſtle, raiſed a troop of 120 horſe, and a good regi- 
ment of foot. After this the King made him Commander in Chief, 
« of the forces to be raiſed in Lincoln, Nottingham, Derbyſhire, Lan- 
te caſhire, Cheſhire, Leiceſter, Cambridge, Huntington, Norfolk, Suf- 
e folk, Eſſex, and North of Trent, with power to confer Knighthood, 
« coin money, and iſſue ſuch declarations as he ſhould think fit.” In 
leſs than three months he raiſed an army of 8000 horſe, foot, and dra- 
goons, with which he marched to York, where many of the nobility 
reſorted to compliment and aſſiſt him. After this he ſoon became 
maſter of the northern counties, when he furniſhed the King with arms 
and ammunition, eſcorted by choice troops, ſometimes to the amount of 
7000, which the King never ſuffered to return : for theſe important 
ſervices he was created a Marquis, 1643. | 

His defence of York the year following, when beſieged by three 
armies at once, and after his ſuſtaining the blockade of the ſame till 
relieved by Prince Rupert, is amongſt his greateſt actions: but unfor- 
tunately for him, ſoon after, at the battle of Marſton Moor,they were to- 
tally defeated. The Marquis finding by this that the King's affairs were 
become deſperate, and himſelf without power or means left to ſerve him 
any longer, retired to Hamburgh. 

Afterwards he went to Paris, where he married his ſecond wife, (a 
ſiſter of Sir Charles Lucas, and one of the Maids of Honour to Queen 
Henrielia Maria) and became ſo diſtreſſed there, as once to be obliged 
to pawn their cloaths for a dinner. 

On Charles II. 's arrival in France, after the battle of Worceſter, 1650, 
he waited on his Majeſty, and was not only graciouſly received, but 
made a Knight of the Garter. | 

He returned with the King at the Reſtoration, and in 1664 was 
created a Duke. © From this time his life was retired, and he and his 
* Dutcheſs amuſed themſelves with writing plays, &c.” 

He died 1676, in the eighty-fourth year of his age. 


TrHomas HowaRD, Earl of Arundel and Surry, 


The grandſon of Thomas Duke of Norfolk, beheaded 1572, and the 
ſon of Philip Earl of Arundel, who died a priſoner in the Tower, 1 597, 
C was

was born 1586. His mother was Anne, daughter and coheir of Lord 


Dacre, under whoſe care he was brought up. 


After his father's death he was called by courteſy Lord Maltravers, 
till the death of Queen Elizabeth ; but on the acceſſion of James I. he 
was reſtored to the title of Earl of Arundel, and all the honours depen- 
dant upon it. 

In 1606 he married Lady Alithea Talbot, third daughter and coheir 
of Gilbert Earl of Shrewſbury. In 1609 he travelled through France 
into Italy, for the recovery of his health, and on his return, 1611, was 
inſtalled a Knight of the Garter. In 161g he was one of thoſe Noble. 
men who went to conduct the Princeſs Elizabeth (after Queen of Bo- 
hemia) to the court of the Elector Palatine, in Germany. Thence he 
went again into Italy ; on his return the year following, he was ſworn 
of the Privy Council, and appointed one of the Six Commiſſioners for 
executing the office of Earl Marſhal of England, and afterwards was ſole 
Earl Marſhal. | 

In the Houſe of Lords, 1621, he ſo far forgot himſelf as to depreciate 
the anceſtors of Lord Spencer, for which he was ſent to the Tower till 
he made his ſubmiſſion. 

On the acceſſion of Charles I. he was continued in the office of Earl 
Marſhal, but the year following the King ſent him to the Tower, for 
his ſon, Lord Maliravers, marrying the Lady Elizabeth Stuart, who he 
had intended for Lord Lorne. Sometime after, when the Parliament 
met, Biſhop Williams ſaid, © the Houſe of Peers wanted a member, 
who was debarred from it without any cauſe appearing,” and the Lords 
refuſed to do buſineſs till the Earl was reſtored to them; which was ac- 
cordingly done. 

In 1631 he was ſent to Holland to condole with the Queen of Bohe- 
mia upon the death of her huſband, and at the ſame time Embaſſador 
Extraordinary to the States General, In 1636 he went Embaſſador to 
the Emperor of Germany. 

In 1638 he was appointed General of the army raiſed againſt the 


Scots. In 1640 he was Lord Steward of the King's Houſhold, and at 


the trial of the Earl of S/rafford, Lord High Steward of England. The 
year following he attended Mary of Medices, the Queen's mother, to 
Holland. 
In February 1641-2, finding his health declining, and not liking the 
aſpect ofthe times, finally left his country, and took the favourable oppor- 
tunity 
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tunity of attending the Queen and her daughter, the Princeſs of Orange. 
to Holland. Thence he went to Antwerp, afterwards to France, and 
laſtly into aly, where he died at Padua, 1646. Before his death he 
was created Earl Norfolk, He was a patron of learned men, and an 
eminent collector of Greek and Roman antiquities, coins and medals, 
pictures, drawings, &c. 


WILLIAM Russ EL, Earl of Bedford, 


The father of the great Lord Ruſſel, beheaded in the reign of Charles II, 
was ſon of Francis, fourth Earl of Bedford, by Catharine, ſole daughter 
and heireſs of Giles Bridges, Lord Chandos. | 

He received his education at Oxford; and, at the coronation of 
Charles I. was made a Knight of the Bath. Afterwards he became 
a diſtinguiſhed member in the Houſe of Commons ; and, after his 
father's death, 1641, equally ſo in the Houſe of Peers. At the break- 
ing out of the Civil War, he was made a General of the Horſe in the 
Parliament forces ; but when he perceived that his party were inclined 
to deſtroy the regal power, went over to the King, and did him all the 
ſervice he could. At the coronation of Charles II. in England, he 
carried St. Edward's ſceptre, and in 1672 was elected a Knight of the 
Garter. On the abdication of the throne, by James II. he ſided with 
the Prince of Orange, afterwards William III. who, with Mary his 
Queen, in 1694, created him Marquis of Taviſtock and Duke of Bedford. 
He died in the 87th year of his age, 1700. 


THOMAS WENTwoORTH, Earl of Cleveland, 


Was, during his youth, brought up to arms, and ſerved under Prince 
Maurice in the Low Countries, and Count Mansfield in Germany. 

While he was Lord Wentworth of Nettleflead (at the creation of Henny 
Prince of Wales) he was made a Knight of the Bath. 

He was much in favour with the favourite Buckingham, and had a con- 
ſiderable command under him in all his expeditions. 

On the acceſſion of Charles I. 1625, he was created Earl of Cleveland, 
and afterwards made Captain of his Majeſty's guard. He was a diſ- 
tinguiſhed loyaliſt, and a great ſufferer in his eſtate, in impriſonment, 
and in exile with Charles II. but ſurvived the reſtoration, and enjoyed 

again. 
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again his former ſplendor. He died 1667, * He was a man of ſignal 
« courage, and an excellent officer upon any bold enterprize.” 

He married Arne, daughter cf Sir John Crofts of Soxham in Suffolk, 
and had a ſon by her, of his own name, whoſe courage and condutt 
were equal to his own, but died three years before him. 


HENRY DanveRs, Earl of Danby, 


Son of Sir Jobn Danvers, by Elizabeth Nevil, daughter and co-heir of 
Fobn Lord Latimer, was born at Daunt/ey, in Willſbire, 1573. He having 
taken to a martial life, became, when he was only eighteen, a Captain 
of Foot in the Low Country wars, unde Maurice Prince of Orange. 
When he was one and twenty, he had a command in the wars of France, 
under Henry IV. who knighted him for his extraordinary valour. In 
1596 he was a Captain in the fleet, under the Lord Admiral Howard, 
who declared him one of the beſt ſea Captains in England. Afterwards 
he was made Lieutenant-General of the horſe, and Serjeant-Major of 
the whole army in Ireland, under the Earl of Ee. In 1617, James I. 
created him Baron Danvers of Dauntſey, © for his heroic ſervices to 
* Queen Elizabeth, eſpecially in Ireland, as well againſt the rebels there, 
« as the Spaniſb invaders, particularly at Kingsale.” He was made alſo 
Lord Preſident of Munter, and Governor of Guernſey. 

On the acceſſion of Charles I. 1625, he was created Earl of Danby 
2 Zortzſbire, made one of the Privy Council, and laſtly a Knight of the 

arter. 

This illuſtrious nobleman died in the 71ſt year of his age, © full of 
« honour, wounds, and days,” 1643. He founded the phyſic garden 
at Oxford. 


WiLLIiam FlELDING, Earl of Denbigh, 


P ig ſon of Baſil Fielding, Eſq. by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Walter 
on. 

On the arrival of James I. at Belvoir Caſtle, 1603, he waited on his 
Majeſty and was knighted, and ſoon after made Cuſtos Rotulorum of 
Warwickſhire. In 1620-1, he was created Baron and Viſcount Fielding 
of Newnham-Padox; the year following made Maſter of the King's 
Wardrobe; and in 1622, created Earl of Denbigh, in North Wales. 


He 
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He was an Admiral in ſeveral expeditions, and laſtly a volunteer 
Commander under Prince Rupert, for Charles I. in whoſe cauſe he loſt 
his life, in a ſharp ſkirmiſh near Bermginbam, 1643. 


BASIL FIELDING, Earl of Denbigh, 


The ſon of the foregoing, by Suſan his wife, ſiſter of the favorite 
Buckingham, was, at the coronation of Charles I. made a Knight of 
the Bath. \ | 

On the breaking out of the civil war, he ſided with the Parliament, 
and had a command under the Earl of Eſſex, in the battle of Eage-Hill, 
in which his father fought on the King's ſide. 

In 1643, the Parliament made him Major-Generalof Coventry, and parts 
adjacent; and the year following he took Rufje/-Houfe, thereby opening 
the paſlage between Coventry and London. Afterwards, with a ſmall 
number, he routed gooo of the King's forces, ſent to the relief of 
Dudley-Caſtle, which he was then beſieging. In 1645, upon the new- 
modelling the army, he and the Earls of Eſex and Mancheſter laid down 
their commiſſions, when the parliament appointed a committee to gratify 
them for their faithful ſervices. 

He concurred in the Reſtoration of Charles II. who 1663-4 created 
him Lord Sz. Liz. In 1675 he died at Dunſtable, on his journey from 
London. He had married four wives, but had iſſue by neither of them. 


EDWARD SACKVILLE, Earl of Dorſet, 


Was born 1590; he was third ſon of Robert Earl of Dorſes, and 
grandſon of Lord Treaſurer Dor/e!, under whoſe direction (by a private 
tutor) he received his education, and became early diſtinguiſhed for his 
eminent abilities. | 

In 1613 he fought the well known duel with the Lord Bruce, whom 


he killed, but not without regret, although his antagoniſt was the 


challenger, and thirſted, in a murderous manner, after his Hife. 
In 1616, at the creation of Charles Prince of Wales, he was made a 
Knight of the Bath, and in 1621 was ſworn of the Privy Council, and 

ſucceeded Lord Herbert of Cherbery as Ambaſſador to the court of 
France. Sometime after, having been choſen. member. for. Suſſex, he 
Þ became. 
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became a leading man in the Houſe of Commons. In 1624; he ſuc- 
ceeded his brother Richard in the Earldom of Dorſet, and the year fol- 


lowing, on the acceſſion of Charles I. was made a Knight of the Garter, 


and on the King's marriage, was conſtituted Lord Chamberlain to 
the Queen. a 1 i 

In 1640, he was appointed one of the Regents, during his Majeſty's 
abſence in Scotland, and the year after that made Preſident of the Council 
and Lord Privy Scal. 

In 1642, at the battle of Edge-hill, he behaved with great bravery, 
leading on the troops that retook the royal ſtandard ; and the ſame 
year was made Lord Chamberlain to his Majeſty. ' 

In 1648-9, when the King was beheaded, he took it ſo much to heart, 
that he never ſtirred out of his houſe afterwards, and died 1632. 

It is remarked, to the honour of this great nobleman, that he was 
never preſent at the Council, when warrants were iſſued for leyying 


ſoldiers or ſhip-money. 


ROBERT DEVEREUX, Earl of Eſſex, 


Son to Elizabeth's favorite, was born 1592 ; he received his educa- 
tion firſt at Eon ſchool, but finiſhed it at Oxford. 

In 160g, he was reſtored by James I. to his hereditary honours, and 
in 1606 took place his well-known marriage with the Lady Frances 
Floward, afterwards the infamous Counteſs of Somerſet: But he being 
then too young to conſummate the ſame, he went on his travels, return- 
ing four years after, very accompliſhed. 

In 1613 having the good fortune to get his marriage pronounced null 
and void, he retired to Chertley in Staſfordſbire, where he amuſed himſelf 
in hunting, ſhooting, &c. till 1620, when he accompanied his friend the 
Earl of Oxford, to the wars in the Low Country. | 

In 1629, he married the beautiful Mrs. Elizabeth Pawlet, but was 
divorced from her two years after, on account of her miſconduct. 

In 1635, he was made Vice-Admiral of the fleets ſent againſt the 
combined fleets of France and Holland; and in 1639, appointed Lieu- 
tenant-General againſt the Scots. 


Though he had done nothing to offend the court, he was afterwards 


not only treated with coldneſs, but uncivilly denied the ſmall requeſt 


of ſucceeding as Warden of Neegwwood foreſt, cloſe to his own houſe. 
However, 
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However, in 1641, the King found it expedient to make him his Lord 
Chamberlain, and Lieutenant-General of all his forces on this ſide 
Trent ; but the ſame year removed him, becauſe he pleaded his obliga- 
tion to aſſiſt in the deliberations of the Houſe of Peers. The year follow- 
ing, the parliament declared him General of their army, beſides votin 
their living and dying with him : and the ſame year fought the battle of 
Edge-bill. In 1643, he re-took Reading, relieved Glouceſter, ſurpriſed 
Cirencefler, and the year following blocked up Oxford; but the King 
eſcaping, he marched into Dorſelſbire, took Weymouth, and relieved Lyme. 
After various other ſucceſſes, he, in 1645, reſigned his commiſſions, and 
the ſame year parliament voted him 10,0001. a year, and to be made 
a Duke. 

The next year, being ſeized with a ſudden and violent illneſs, not 
without ſuſpicion of poiſon, he died greatly lamented, 1646. 


ROBERT PIERREPONT, Earle, Kingſton, 


The ſon of Sir Henry Pierrepont, by Francis, eldeſt daughter of Sir 
William Cavendiſh, was educated at Oxford. 

In 1627 he was created Lord Pierrepont and Viſcount Newark, and 
the year following Earl of King lon. 

At the breaking out of the civil war, the King made him his Lieu- 
tenant-General of the forces within the counties of Lincoln, Rutland, 
Huntington, Cambridge, and Norfolk, His power and reputation was 
ſuch, that he brought his Majeſty 4000 men, 2000 of whom were 
willing to ſerve him in perſon, the reſt with arms and money, to the 
amount of 24,0001. At length he was ſurpriſed at Gainſborough, by the 
Lord Willoughby of Parham, and hurried on board a pinnace, which was 
ordered to convey him to the 8 of Hull, but in going, the veſſel 
run aground, and it being purſued by Sir Charles Cavendiſb, the Earl was 
demanded, but on their refuſing to give him up, they fired upon the 
veſſel, and unfortunately killed the Earl and his ſervant, 1643. 


ROBERT BERTIE, Earl of Lindſey. 


Son of Lord Willoughby, by Mary, daughter of Fobn Vere, Earl of 
Oxford, was born in London, 1382. He had the honour of Queen Eliza- 
beth for his godmother, and naming him Raberi, after her favourites the

| 
Earls of Leiceſter and EjJex, who were his godfathers. After his educa- 
tion, having taken to a military life, he ſpent the youth and vigour of 
his age in actions abroad, to his own and his country's honour. 

He ſucceeded his father as Lord Willougbby, 1631, and on the acceſ- 
ſion of James I. obtained, in right of his mother, the office of Lord 
High Chamberlain of England. In 1604-5, he was made a Knight of 
the Bath; and in the ſecond of Charles I. 1626, he was created Earl of 
Lindſey, and four years after that, elected a Knight of the Garter. 

In 1631 he was made Conſtable of England; in 1639, Governor of 
Berwick; and in 1642, was choſen general of .the King's forces ; but 
the ſame year he unfortunately received his death's wound, at the battle 
of Edge-hill, much regretted. 


Joun CAMPBEL, Earl of Loudon, 


Son and heir of Sir James Campbel, by Margaret his wife, who was 
Baroneſs of Loudon in right of her grand-father, the firſt Lord Loudon, 
ſo created 1604. This John was created Earl of Loudon, 1633, by 
Charles I. at his coronation in Seotland, 

In 1637 he was one of the leading Peers who teſtified his diſlike at 
the new laws in Church and State, forced upon them in Scotland by 
the King's ſole authority, contrary to the laws of the land. In 1639 he 
was one of the Commiſſioners on the part of the Covenanters, when 
per was concluded between the Scots and the King, which being ill 

ept by both ſides, the year following both parties prepared for war 
again: however the Scots ſent commiſſioners again to treat with his 
Majeſty, among whom was the Earl of Loudon, when ſoon after their 
arrival a letter was intercepted to the French King, from the Covenant- 
ers, ſigned by the Earl of Loudon, &c. which occaſioned his Lordſhip 
being ſent to the Tower ; after his releaſe thence, and peace being again 
concluded, he renewed his profeſſions of duty to the King, and his 
readineſs to ſerve him, when the year after that, 1641, he was made 
Chancellor of Scotland for life. He was afterwards employed by the 
conſervators of the peace, as a mediator between the King and Euxgliſb 
parliament, but without effect. | 

In 1648, he prevailed with the Scots parliament, to raiſe an army to 
relieve the King, (after they had given him up) but it proved unſuc- 
ceſsful : after the fatal battle of Worceſter, he was put out of his office of 


Chancellor, and obliged to fly for ſafety to the Highlands, where he 


continued till his hopes of ſerving Charles II. were over, when he capi- 
tulated to lay down his arms, and retire to his own houſe ; which he did, 
living to ſee the reſtoration, He died 1663. 
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Henry MonTacve, Earl of Mancheſter, 


Grandſon of Sir Edward Montague (Lord Chief Juſtice in the reign of 
Henry VIII.) was born at Broughton, in Northamptonſhire, educated at 
Cambridge, and ſtudied the Law in the Temple. 

In 1601, he was a member in parliament for Higham-Ferrers, and 
on the acceſſion of James I. was knighted, became Recorder of Lon- 

don, and member for that city. In 1612, he was made the King's Ser- 
jeant at Law; four years after that, Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's 
Bench, and, in 1620, High Treaſurer of England, Baron Xinbollon, 
and Viſcount Mandevil. 

He did not remain in his high office of Treaſurer quite a year (bein 
not ſufficiently obſequious to the haughty favourite Buckingham, who had 
been inſtrumental to his exaltation) and, on his removal, was made pre- 
ſident of the council. 

In 1625 (the firſt of Charles I.) he was created Earl of Mancheſer, 
and two years after made Lord Privy Seal, in which office he continued 
till his death, 1642, being then near eighty years of age, leaving behind 
him an extraordinary character, for his “ great wiſdom, temper, induſ- 
try, and ſagacity in buſineſs, integrity, and credit with the whole 
nation.“ 


LION EL CRAN FIELD, Earl of Middleſex, 


Deſcended from an ancient family in Glouceſterſhire, was born in 
London, brought up a merchant, and had an office in the Cuſtom-houſe. 

His extraordinary abilities and great knowledge 1n trade, together 
with his marriage with Anne, daughter of James Brent, Eſq. (who had 
married the ſiſter of the favourite Buckingham's mother) occaſioned his 
being firſt knighted, then to have the cuſtody of the Wardrobe, next to 
be Maſter of the Court of Wards and Liveries, ſworn of the King's 
Privy Council, created Baron Cranfield (1621) and made Lord High 
Treaſurer of England; and laſtly (the year following) Earl of Mid- 


. dleſex. 


After being thus raiſed, he became a victim to the reſentment of 
Prince Charles and the Duke of Buckingham (for not complying with all 
their enormous demands of money while in Spain); and, by their crea- 
tures, was accuſed in the Parliament of Miſmanagement in the diſcharge 
of his office, and fined 50,000!/. and declared incapable of ever fitting in 
the Houſe of Peers more. 

Lord Clarendon ſays, © he was a man of great parts and notable dex- 
terity, and filled his places with great abilities.” Lloyd, © that none 
was more exact, that he had a ſoul witty and wiſe, was bountitul to 

C ſcholars, 
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ſcholars, hoſpitable, and that though he ſuffered much, yet he was con- 
tented; and though he loſt much, yet he was charitable.” He died 1645. 


EpwarD MONTAG UR, Earl of Mancheſter, 


The friend of liberty, without enmity to monarchy, was the eldeſt 
ſon of Henry, the firſt Earl (afore- mentioned) born in 1603, and received 
his education at Cambridge. 

He attended Prince Charles into Spain, and afterwards, at that Prince's 
coronation, was made a Knight of the Bath; and, after having ſerved 
in four parliaments for Huntingtonſhire, was called to the Houſe of 
Peers, as Baron Kimbolton. 

In 1640, he was one of thoſe who petitioned the King to call a Par- 
liament for the redreſs of grievances; and afterwards was (with others 
of his party) ſworn of his Majeſty's Privy Council ; but the year fol- 
lowing was (through the ill advice of Lord Dzghy) accuſed by the Kin 
of High Treaſon, only becauſe he was highly conſidered and en. 
of by his party. 

When the Civil Wars broke out, he ſided with the Parliament, and 
was greatly in their truſt, having the charge and direction of ſeven 
aſſociated counties; and was a great and ſucceſsful General; but the 
artful Cromwell accuſed him (to his honour) of being againſt deciding 
the war by the ſword. 

In 1645, he reſigned his commiſſion, when, ſoon after, for his ſer- 
vices, it was voted he ſhould be made a Marquis. 

He was Speaker of the Houſe of Peers ; but, after the death of the 
King, he retired from all public buſineſs, being much hated by Crom- 
well, for not approving what was done; and in 1651, through his in- 
fluence, was diſcharged from the Chancellorſhip of Cambridge, but 
reinſtated in it again at the Reſtoration, in which he moſt heartily 
concurred. | | 

When the Parliament met in April 1660, he was called to the chair 
of the Houſe of Peers, and received the King's Letter (having been de- 
clared by both Houſes Firſt Commiſſioner of the Great Seal) and, after 
that, was appointed by them to congratulate his Majeſty on his return ; 
which he did 1n a very able ſpeech, 

Charles Il. made him of his Privy Council, one of the Lords of his 
Bedchamber, Lord Chamberlain of his Houſhold, and a Knight of the 
Garter, &c. 

This illuſtrious nobleman died 1671, much regretted in general, 
but eſpecially by the King and Court. 

HENRY 
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Henry Cary, Earl of Monmouth, 


Eldeſt ſon of Sir Robert Gary, the firſt Earl, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir Hugh Trevanion, was born 1596, in Buckinghamſhire. 

He received the rudiments of his education under his father, with 
Charles, Duke of York (who was then under the care of his mother) and 
farther educated at Oxford. Afterwards, he went on his travels, firſt 
having this advice from Prince Charles, “ io be always doing ſomething,” 
and returned thence 1616 (well ſkilled in the modern languages) juſt 
at the time the Duke was being created Prince of Wales, and there- 
at was made a Knight of the Bath. 

He was married, 1620, to Martha, eldeſt daughter of Lionel Cranfield, 
Earl of Middleſex (with whom he lived forty-one years) and ſucceeded 
his father 1639. 

In the Civil Wars he was a great ſufferer, particularly by the loſs of 
his ſon at the battle of Marſton- moor; but, being of a ſtudious turn 
of mind, he retired during the troubles, and amuſed himſelf in tranſlat- 
ing books of ſeveral languages, being a general ſcholar. He died 1661. 


Wiltliam HERBERT, Earl of Pembroke, 


Son of Henry, the ſecond Earl (from the time of Queen Anne Bullen) 
by Mary, daughter of Sir Henry Sidney, and ſiſter of the great Sir Philip 
Sidney, was born at Wilton, 1580, and finiſhed his education at Oxford. 

He ſucceeded his father 1600-1, and in the firſt of James I. was ho- 
noured with the Garter; in 1609, he was made Governor of Portſ- 
mouth, and, in the year 1617, Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford. 
He was alſo Lord Chamberlain to Fames I. 

At the coronation of Charles I. he was joined in commiſſion with 
the Earl of Arundel to make the Knights of the Bath, and the ſame year 
was made Steward of the Houſhold. | 

« This true effigies of nobility,” as Wood ſtyles him, “ was learned, 


and a great patron of learning; generous, open, and ſincere; loyal, and 


et a friend to liberty ;”” but, with all theſe virtues, he abandoned him- 
ſelf too much to pleaſure. Fat 
He died 1630 (© exceedingly lamented by men of all qualities“) of 
an apoplexy ; for, © when his body was opened, in order to be embalm- 
ed, he was obſerved, immediately after the inciſion was made, to 
lift up his hand!” 5

Pnirtie HERBERT, Earl of Pembroke, &c. 


Brother and ſucceſſor of the foregoing, was, on the acceſſion of 


James I. (being then ſcarce of age) taken into the favour of that mo- 
narch, for the“ comelineſs of his perſon, and his ſkill and indefatiga- 
ble induſtry in hawking; and was firſt made Gentleman of his Bed- 
chamber, next (1605) Earl of Montgomery, and, three years after, a 
Knight of the Garter. 

The firſt of Charles I. he was made Lord Chamberlain, and continued 
ſo till 1641, when he was diſmiſſed. | | 

This nobleman was quite the reverſe of his brother, being more like 
a country ſquire than a man of quality, “ choleric, boiſterous, and ab- 
ſurd.“ When the Houſe of Lords was aboliſhed, he fat in the Houſe 
of Commons for Berks. He died 1649-50. 


ANNE CLIFFORD, Counteſs of Pembroke, &c. 


Daughter and ſole heir of George Clifford, Earl of Cumberland, by Mar- 
garet, daughter of the Earl of Bedford (afore mentioned in the reign ot 

Elizabeth) was born at Skipton Caſtle, in Craven, Yorkſhire, 158g. 
Ihe poet Daniel was her tutor, and her firſt huſband Richard Sackville, 
Earl of Dorſet, to whom ſhe was married, 1609, and became his widow 
1624. Her ſecond was Philip, Earl of Pembroke, laſt mentioned (whom 
ſhe married in 1630) but was ſoon parted from him, and ſurvived him 
twenty-ſeven years. 

« She was remarkably religious, munificent, and diſpoſed to letters, 
and wrote Memoirs of her firſt Huſband.” Dr. Donne ſays of her, 
de that ſhe knew well how to diſcourſe of all things, from predeſtina- 
tion to fleafilk;”” and Biſhop Rainbow, that “ ſhe had a clear ſoul, 
ſhining through a vivid body ; her body was durable and healthful, her 
ſoul ſprightful, of great underſtanding and judgment, faithful memory, 
and ready wit.“ ä | 

She died 167 5-6, in her caſtle at Brougham, in Weſtmoreland, which 


ſhe had ſettled on her noble alms-houſes at Appleby, in the ſame 
county. 


R1icuarD WesTON, Earl of Portland, 


Deſcended from Hamon Lord Weflon, in the Reign of Henry II. was 


ſon of Sir Jerome Weſton, of Roxwell, in Eſſex (High Sheriff for the 
County) and born 1577. 
He 
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He was well educated, ſtudied the Law in the Temple, and after 
farther improved himſelf by travelling; and, on his return, betook him- 
ſelf to the Court, attending there without preferment (other than Knight- 
hood) till he had impaired his fortune, and involved his friends in ſecu- 
rities with him: at length, he was James the firſt's Embaſſador to Bo- 
hemia, and the year following to Flanders, and in both behaved with 
ſuch prudence, that on his return, 1621, he was made a Privy Coun- 
ſellor, and Chancellor of the Exchequer, in which place of honour and 
truſt he was well approved of, and thought equal to. 

He became greatly in favour with Charles I. who, in 1628, created 
him Baron Ney/and, and conſtituted him Lord High Treaſurer of Eng- 
land ; two years after that, made him a Knight of the Garter, and laſtly, 
1632-3, Earl of Portland; he was alſo Captain and Governor of the Iſle 
of Wight and of the Tower. 

Lord Clarendon ſays, “ that he was a man of an imperious diſpoſition, 
heedleſs whom he offended ; yet, when he knew that the party aggrieved 
felt the injury, a very coward in dreading their reſentment.”* He died 
at Wallingford-houſe, in Weſtminſter, 1634, © when, by the King's 
command, the whole court wore mourning for him one day,” and was 
buried in Wincheſter cathedral, where there is a magnificent monu- 
ment, with his effigies in full length lying thereon. 


Jerome WesToON, Earl of Portland, 


Son and ſucceſſor of the laſt, by his ſecond wife Frances, daughter of 
Nicolas Walgrave, of Boreley, in Eſſex, was, in 1632, married to Frances, 
youngeſt daughter of Eſme Stewart, Duke of Lenox, who, Clarendon 
ſays; © was a young and beautiful lady ;” and, in 1638, was made Ran- 
ger of Richmond New Park. 

He was a man of abilities, various learning, and genteel accompliſh- 
ments; a good ſtateſman, and well ſkilled in naval affairs. 

His death was in 1662, and that of Charles, his ſon and ſucceſſor, 


1665, in a ſea fight againſt the Dutch, where he was a volunteer under 


the Duke of Zork. 


Tnomas WENTWORTH, Earl of Sirafford, 


The eldeſt ſon of Sir William Wentworth, of Wentworth Woodhouſe, 
in Yorkſhire, by Anne, daughter of Robert Atkinſon, Eſq. of Stow ell, in 
Glouceſterſhire, was born in London, 1593, and educated at Cambridge. 

He was knighted in 1613, and the year following ſucceeded his fa- 


ther, as a Baronet, together with an eſtate of near ſix thouſand a year. 


In 1615, he had the poſt of Cuſtos Rotulorum for Yorkſhire, and, in 
1621, was choſen one of the members in parliament for that county; 
and, on the acceſſion of Charles I. re-choſen tor-the ſame place.

In Parliament, having made ſome oppoſition to the Court, he was 
pricked for Sheriff, and his place of Cuſtos Rotulorum taken from him; 
after this he became a greater opponent to Miniſtry than ever, beſides 
refuſing to pay an illegal loan, for which he was impriſoned; in the 
Marſhalſea ; and, after his enlargement, again greatly exerted himſelf 
by promoting the petition of right. 

By his oppoſition, having made himſelf an object worth the Court's 
purchaſe, it was accordingly done by Lord Treaſurer W:ſton; and he 
(1628) made a Privy Counſellor, Lord Preſident of the North, and Viſ- 
count Wentworth, and, in 1631, Lord Deputy of Ireland, with more am- 
ple power granted him than to his predeceſſors. | 88 

In 1639, he was made Earl of Strafford, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
a Knight of the Garter, and, the year after, Lieutenant General of the 
Engliſh Forces in the North; but, this ſame year, was impeached by the 
Houſe of Commons of High Treaſon, 'and in the next (1641) tried and 
beheaded. He died with courage and pate II, n e 

His great abilities were never more conſpicuous than on his trial; he 
defended himſelf moſt ably, even ſo as to be pitied by his inveterate 
enemies, as a man, though not as a prime miniſter: It is remarkable, 
Pym ſaid to him (when he had gone over to the Court) © though you 
have left us, we will not leave you, while your head is on your ſhoul- 


ders.“ His wife, to whom the annexed letter is written, was his. 
third lady, and daughter of Sir Godfrey Rhodes. 


RoBERT RIcH, Zarl of Warwick, 


Great grandſon of Lord Chancellor Rich, in the reign of Edward VI. 
and ſon of Robert, the firſt Earl of Warwick of his 3 (ſo created, 
1618, only ſeven months before he died) by Penelope, daughter of Wal- 
ter, Earl of Efſex, and ſiſter of Eligabelb's favourite, was born 1587. 

He was made a Knight of the Bath at the Coronation of James I. and 
in 1624, incorporated Maſter of Arts at both Univerſities. 

In 1625 (during the Spaniſh War) he received orders, and aſſembled 
the Trainbands and other troops in Eſſex, for the defence of Harwich, 
&c. In 1640, he was one of thoſe that petitioned for the redreſs of 
grievances, and afterwards was greatly diſguſted with the Court for their 

Illegal ſearching of his pockets, cabinets and ſtudy. _ 

In 1641-2, the Parliament recommended him to the King for the 
Command of the Fleet ; but that being refuſed, they appointed him ſo 
without his Majeſty's conſent, and the next year made him Governor in 
Chief of all the Engliſh Plantations in America, and ſoon after that 
Lord High Admiral of England. In 1644, he relieved Lyme with pro- 
viſions, ammunition, &c.; the next year he was required of Parliament 

to 
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to give up his commiſſion of Lord High Admiral (notwithſtanding he 
wrote to them that he was reſolved to ſtand or fall with them) and was 
only made one of the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty ; however, on 
the Parliament's propoſition for Peace with the King, it was voted he 
ſhould be made a Duke. 

When part of the Fleet revolted to the Prince of Wales, 1648, he was 
Lord High Admiral again for a little more than a twelvemonth. 

On the inauguration of Oliver Cromwell, 1657, he held the ſword of 
State ; alſo, he was one of his upper Houſe, and, laſtly, married his 
grandſon to the Protector's youngeſt daughter, ſettling “ his whole in- 
trailed eſtate upon this marriage. He died 1658, and was buried at Fel- 


ſtead, in Eſſex. 


One party ſays he was © a man of courage, religious life, known fide- 
lity to his country, good-natured, and eminent for his integrity and 


charity: the other, © that a man of leſs virtue could not be found 
out.“ 


Par RICE Rurkvxx, Earl of Brainford, 


Was ſon of William Ruthven, of Banden, in the county of Perth. In 
his youth, having taken to a military life, firſt ſerved in the Low Coun- 
try Wars, and next in the German, under the great Guſtavus Adolphus, 
who, for his abilities and extraordinary courage, raiſed him to the rank 
of Lieutenant-General. 

On his return to Scotland, in 1639, Charles I. created him Lord Ruth- 
ven, and made him Governor of Edinburgh Caſtle, which he kept for 
the King, refuſing to deliver it to the Scotch Parliament without his 
Majeſty's order; and they deprived him of his eſtate. 

In 1642, he came to England, and was made General of the King's 
Army, and Earl of Forth. At the battle of Edgchill (which he planned) 
with his own regiment he cut off three of the beſt belonging to the Par- 
liament; and farther ſignalized himſelf in the bartles of Brentford, Glou- 
ceſter, Newbury, &c. in which he was wounded in his head, arms, leg, 
and ſhoulder : for theſe ſervices, in 1645, he was created Earl of Brainford. 

After this Veteran found all was loſt here, he went abroad to the 
Prince of Wales, intending from thence to march at the head of an army 
to ſettle him in England ; but his great age and infirmities prevented 
it. He died 1651 ; the year before which he was at Breda with Charles 


II. for he ſigned a receipt there, from. whence the Autograph under his 
Portrait is taken, 


Lucius Cary, Viſcount Falkland, 


Only ſon of Henry, the firſt Viſcount (afore- mentioned in the reign 
of James I.) by Elizabeth, ſole daughter and heireſs of Sir Laurence Tun- 
| field,

field, Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, is ſuppoſed to have been born 
at Burford in Oxfordſhire, 1610. He was partly educated at Cambridge, 
but farther in Dublin, while his father was Lord Deputy of Ireland. 
Soon after his return to England (being only nineteen years of age) 
he became poſſeſſed of an eſtate of upwards of {2000 per annum, left 
him by his grandfather Sir Laurence ; and ſoon after that was married 
to an amiable Lady ( Lettice, daughter of Richard Moriſon, Eſq.) whom 
he paſſionately loved : but by that union ſo offended his father, that he 
never would be [reconciled to him after, though he moſt earneſtly 
intreated it; even to the giving him up his eſtate, if that would ob- 
tain it. Afterwards he returned to a country life and his ſtudtes, 
making himſelf a perfect maſter of the Greek Tongue, in addition 
to his other learning and accompliſhments. He did not return to 
London till his father's death; and, as ſoon as poſſible, he afterwards 
returned again to his beloved ſtudies, and party of learned friends. 
In 1639, he went a Volunteer, under the Earl of Ee, in the ex- 
EE againſt the Scots. The year following he was choſen a Mem- 
er in Parliament for Newport, and, again, for the ſame place in 
the next after, where he greatly diſtinguiſhed himſelf as a ſpeaker. 
In one of his ſpeeches, againſt Lord Keeper Finch, ſaid, “he gave 
cur goods to the King, our Lands to bis Deer, our Liberties to his Sheriffs; Sc.“ 
In another, “ who knows not that this kingdom hath long laboured under 
many and great oppreſſuns, both in religion and liberly,—and a great, if 
not a principal cauſe of both theſe, have been ſome Biſhops, &c.” And 
farther “ we H find them to have been the almoſt ſole abetlors of my 
Lord Strafford, zwhilſi he was practiſing upon another Kingdom that manner of 
Government which he intended to ſettle in this, where he committed ſo many, /0 
mighty, and ſo manifeſt enormities and oppreſſions, as the like have not been 
committed by any government, ſince Verres left Sicily. And after they had 
called him over from being Deputy of Ireland, to be, in a manner, Deputy of 
England (all things here being governed by a juntillo, and that juntillo governed 
by him) to have aſſiſted him in the giving of ſuch councils, and the purſuing 
ſuch courſes, as it is a hard and meaſuring caſi, whether they were more unwiſe, 
more unjuſt, or more unfortunate ; and which had infallibly been our deſtruction, 
if, by the grace of God, their ſhare had not been as ſmall in the ſubtilly of ſer- 
pents, as in the innocency of doves.” After being thus ſevere againſt 
Charles's Miniſters, he was at length prevailed with to be one himſelf, 
IN made Secretary of State, filling this employment with great 
abilities. "ds 
He attended the King at Edge-hill, Oxford and Glouceſter, expoſing 
himſelf much to danger; Lord Clarendon ſays, that from the beginnin 
of the civil wars, © his natural cheerfulneſs and vivacity grew * 
and a kind of ſadneſs and dejection of ſpirit ſtole upon _— Hoe 
arther, 
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farther, that © ſitting amongſt his friends, often after a deep ſilence 
and frequent ſighs, would, with a ſhrill and fad accent, ingeminate the 
word Peace, Peace!” 

At the battle of Newbury, 1643, he was diſſuaded from going 
into the fight, as having no call to it, being no military officer ; but 
anſwered, «© he was weary of the times, and Ar much miſery to his 
own country, and did believe he ſhould be out of it ere night.” Ac- 
cordingly, putting himſelf in the firſt rank of Lord Byron's regiment, 
he was ſhot, and his body not found till the next morning. 


SIR JacoB ASTLEY, Lord Aſtley, 


Second ſon of 1/aac Aſtley, Eſq. by Mary, daughter of Edward Walde- 
grave, Eſq. ſhewing a military genius in his youth, he was trained a 
ſoldier, and became very eminent, ſerving as a Captain, then a Colonel, 
in the Low-Country wars, under Prince Maurice, the Veres, &c. 
whence returning after thirty years abſence, he entered into the ſervice 
of Charles I. and had the command of Newcaſtle, 1639-40, and af- 
terwards was made Governor of Oxford and Reading, and Major- 
general of the army. 

He particularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the battles of Kineton, Brent- 
ford, Newbury, &c. and, in conſideration thereof, was created Baron 
Aſiley, of Reading, in November, 1644; but in March, 1645-6, this 
loyal and old Commander, was totally defeated near Stow in the Would, 
in Glouceſterſhire, and taken priſoner; and after ſuffering a tedious 
impriſonment, died 1651, and was buried at Maidſtone in Kent. 

“He was an honeſt, brave, plain man, and greatly eſteemed.” 


Joann LORD BELASAVSE, 


Was ſecond ſon of Thomas, firſt Viſcount Falconberg, by Barbara, daugh- 
ter of Sir Henry Cholmondley. He being a young Gentleman of great 
intereſt in Yorkſhire, and exemplary induſtry and loyalty, raiſed for 
Charles I. ſix regiments of horſe and foot, on the breaking out of the 
civil wars, himſelf ſerving as Colonel in one of them. | 

In 1644-5, for his great abilities and courage in ſeveral battles, &c. 
he was created Lord Belaſayſe, of Worlaby, in Lincolnſhire. 

He was Lieutenant-general of the counties of York, Nottingham, 
Lincoln and Derby ; alſo Governor of York and Newark ; the latter he 
bravely defended againſt the Parliament and Scotch armies. He re- 
ceived many wounds, and ſuſtained three impriſonments in the Tower. 

After the reſtoration of Charles II. he was made Captain-general of 
the forces in Africa, Governor of Tangier, Governor of Hull, &c. But 
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upon the paſſing the Teſt Act, he reſigned all his employments, on 
account of his being a Roman Catholic. 
It In the reign of James II. he was made Firſt Commiſſioner of the 


Treaſury. He died 1689, and was buried in St. Giles's in the Fields.

| I | | ROBERT GREvVILE, Lord Brooke, 


Kinſman and heir of Sir Fulke Grevile, who was created Lord Brooke 
by James I. ſucceeded him in 1628, and ſoon after was married to Lady 
Catherine Ruſſel, eldeſt daughter of the Earl of Bedford. 

He was born 1607, and educated, ſays Wood (as he was informed) 
at Cambridge. | 

« Lord Brooke was one of thofe patriots who ſo ardently longed for 
liberty, that he was determined to ſeek it in America, if he could not 
find it at home.“ But when a ſpirit roſe here in oppoſition to the ar- 
bitrary proceedings of Adminiſtration, he laid aſide all thoughts of go. 
ing, and was one of the firſt who aſſerted the cauſe of liberty. For in 
1639, he, with Lord Say, © poſitively refuſed, in the King's own preſence, 10 
take the Proteſtation * (then adminiſtered to the Nobility, Sc.) and ſaid, 
« it was againſt the law to impoſe any oaths or proteſtations upon them, which 

was not enjoyned ly the lat; and, in that reſpect, that they would not betray the 
fill com mon Kerry, they would not ſubmit to it.” 
. When the war broke out between the King and Parliament, he ſided 
with the latter, and they had ſcarce a more abſolute confidence in any 
M man than in him.” In 1642, having commiſſion from them, he ar- 
N rayed the militia of the counties of Warwick and Stafford; for he had

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ARTHUR LORD CAPEL, 


Son of Sir Henry Capel, by T Heodgſia, ſiſter of Henry Montague, Earl of 
Mancheſter. | 


Was 1 
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Was choſen a Member in Parliament for Hertford, 1639, and the year 
following again for the ſame place, when he delivered a petition to the 
Houſe, complaining of Ship-money, Projects, Monopolies, Star-Cham- 
ber, High-commiſſioned Courts, &c. But that Parliament, like the 
others, being diſſolved, in the next (called the Long) he was again re- 

choſen for Hertford. 3 Ps 
In 1641, he voted for the Earl Strafford's attainder, but after regretted 
it, and began to act in favour of the Court, and that ſame year was 
created Lord Capel, of Hadham. 

He raiſed at his own charges ſome troops of horſe, and headed them 
in perſon, valiantly fighting in many battles and ſkirmiſhes ; till alj 
was loſt for the King. Theſe verſes, alluding to his arms, are a-propos. 

«« Our lyon-like Capel undaunted ſtood, 
«« Beſet with croſſes in a field of blood.“ 

He afterwards compounded for his eſtate, and retired; but, ſoon 
after that, again raiſing forces, with others, went to Colcheſter, there 
ſuſtaining a 5 of ten weeks; till, at laſt, neceſſity obliged him to 
yield, when he had a promiſe of quarter. | 

Lord Capel was ſent priſoner firſt to Windſor, next to the Tower, from 
whence he eſcaped; but being retaken, was beheaded, 1648-9, dying 
with great courage. 

He ſaid after his laſt interview with his Wife and Son, © that that 
was the hardeſt part of his life in this world.” She was Elizabeth, 
daughter and heir of Sir Charles Morriſon. 


Tromas LORD CovenTRy, 


The ſon of Sir Thomas Coventry, a judge, was born 1578, at Crome- 
Abbots, in Worceſterſhire, educated at Oxford, and ſtudied the law 
in the Inner Temple. | 

In November, 1616, he was elected Recorder of London, and, in the 
March following, made Solicitor General, and knighted. 

In 1618, he was made Attorney General, and in 1625 (the firſt 
of Charles I.) Lord Keeper of the Great Seal; and laſtly, in 1628, created 
Lord Coventry, of Ayleſborough. He died 1639-40. 

“He was a man of great abilities, ſingular reputation, integrity, 
and wonderful gravity and wiſdom ; underſtood not only the whole 
ſcience: and myſtery of the law, but had a cleay, conception of the 
whole policy of the government, both in church and ſtate.” 


GEkoRGE LoRD Dicsyr, 


Son and ſucceſſor of Fobn, firſt Earl of Briſtol (afore mentioned in 
the reign of James I.) was born 1612, at Madrid. In 1626, he 
went 
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went to Oxford to finiſh his education, where, ten years after, he 
was created Maſter of Arts. 8 

He having from his youth contracted a diſlike to the Court, from his 
father's ill uſage by the favourite Buckingham, &c. ſided with the oppo- 
ſition, and, in the beginning of the Long Parliament, was appointed 
one of the committee, to prepare a charge againſt the Earl of Strafford, 
but afterwards would not conſent to the bill; and made a warm 
ſpeech on the paſſing thereof, which was condemned to be burnt. 

In January, 1641-2, having gone in a coach with ſix horſes, on 
a meſſage from his Majeſty to Kingſton, to certain gentlemen there, it 
was conſtrued by Parliament a warlike appearance, &c. and he was ac- 
cuſed of high treaſon : on which he tranſported himſelf to Holland. 

Afterwards, in a ſecret expedition, he was taken by one of the 
parliament ſhips, and carried into Hull, but being in diſguiſe was 
not known, and, by his artful management with the governor, he 
brought himſelf off. In 1643, the King made him one of his Se- 
cretaries of State, and High Steward of Oxford. 

In 1645, he went to Ireland (expoſing himſelf to great hazards) 
and from thence to Jerſey, where the 15 of Wales was, and 
then into France, on buſineſs of importance. 

Upon the death of the King, he was exempted from pardon, 
and obliged to live in exile till the reſtoration of Charles II. when 
he was reſtored to all he had loſt, and made Knight of the garter. 
He became Earl of Briſtol in 1653, and died at Chelſea, 1676. 

Lord Digby © was a man of very extraordinary parts by nature and 
art—of great eloquence—a ſingular perſon, whoſe life was a con- 
tradiction ; he wrote againſt popery and embraced it. With great 
parts he always hurt himſelf and friends.—With romantic bravery he 
was always an unſucceſsful commander. He ſpoke for the Teſt AR, 


though a Roman Catholic, and addicted himſelf to aſtrology, on the 
birth-day of true philoſophy.” 


FERDINAND, Lord Fairfax, 


Eldeſt ſon of Thomas, firſt Lord Fairfax, of Cameron, by Helen, daugh- 
ter of Robert Aſt, Eſq. ſucceeded his father 1642. 

Having, at the breaking out of the civil wars, fided with the Parlia- 
ment (to which he was zealouſly attached) was appointed one of their 
committee for Yorkſhire, and afterwards their General in that county 
and parts adjacent, ſhowing his great abilities and courage in ſeveral 
battles and ſkirmiſhes. 

He died at York, 1647-8, regretted by his party, and would have 
been more ſo, had he nor left a ſon and ſucceſſor who eclipſed him, and 
had been a partner in ſome of his victories. 
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TroMaAs, Lord Fairfax, 


Son of the foregoing, by Mary, his firſt wife, (third daughter of 
Edmund Sheffield, Earl of Mulgrave) was born 1611, at Denton in York- 
ſhire. He ſtudied a while at Cambridge, but his genius, like his fore- 
fathers, prompting him to a martial life, being only ſixteen years old, he 
went and ſerved in the wars of the Netherlands under Sir Horace Vere; 
returning thence about 1625, with every military accompliſhment. 

In 1639, he was Captain of a train-band Troop of Horſe in the King's 
army, intended againſt the Scots, and juſt before the commencement 
of the civil war, he was commiſſioned to preſent a petition to Charles J. 
beſeeching him to hearken to his Parliament: then, on the breaking out 
of the ſame, was appointed General of the Horſe under his father, and 
afterwards, on the Parliament's laying aſide the Earl of Eſſex, he was 
unanimouſly voted their General. 

In November, 1646, on his arrival in London, (after his many and 
great victories) he was received amidſt the acclamations of the people, 
and the next day had the thanks of the Parliament. 

On the change of Government, 1648-9, he was voted one of their 
Council of State, but he refuſed to ſubſcribe the teſt appointed, for ap- 


proving all that was done; notwithſtanding, he was complimented with 


the title of General of all the forces in England and Ireland, and ſoon 
after had ;000l. per an. ſettled upon him for paſt ſervices. 


Towards the time of the reſtoration of Charles II. he entered into 


meaſures with General Monck, for that purpoſe, and afterwards was ap- 
pointed chief of the committee, ſent by the Houſe of Commons to wait 
on his Majeſty at the Hague, where he was very graciouſly received. 
Soon after the reſtoration he retired to his ſeat in Yorkſhire, where he 
paſſed in peace and quiet the remainder of his life, which ended 1671. 
He was a lover and encourager of learning, and a man of the greateſt 


integrity, but his natural ſimplicity was ſuch, that he was always the | 


dupe of Cromwell. 

His Lady was Anne, fourth daughter of Horace, Lord Vere; her auto- 
graph and ſeal is put under her huſband's, as a portrait of her could not 
be procured. 

Lord Clarendon's account of her diſturbing the. High Court of Juſtice 
at the trial of Charles I. is well known. 


RALPH, Lord Hopton, 


Was born in Monmouthſhire, 1601, where his mother had gone to 
viſit her relations, and educated in Somerſetſhire, where his father (Sir 
F | | v Robert 
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Robert Hopton) had his ſeat. From thence he was ſent to Oxford, but 
ſoon left that peaceful abode, to attend the wars in the Low-Countries, 
and thence to the Palatinate, and was at the fatal battle of Prague, after 
which, in his retreat, be carried the Queen of Bobemia forty miles behind 
bim.” 

He was made a Knight of the Bath at the coronation of Charles I. 
and afterwards becoming a Member in Parliament, at firſt fided with the 
oppoſition, but at the eve of the civil war, thinking things were going 
too far, he ſo warmly exerted himſelf in the royal cauſe, that he was ſent to 
the Tower, Soon after being releaſed, he retired to the Weſt, where he 
raiſed, ina few months, a formidable army, and fortified no leſs than 
forty garriſons. pag 

His victory at Stratton, and his retreat (for want of ſupplies) before 
Fairfax, are amongſt the chief of his many and great actions, but at laſt, 
in the end of the year 1645, this brave Commander was under the ne- 
ceſſity of diſbanding his army, when he retired to the Prince in Scilly, 
He was created Lord Hopton, 1643, and died at Bruges, 1652. 


« He was a man ſuperior to temptations, and of a generoſity not to be 
exhauſted.” 


HENRY, Lord Jermyn, 


Second ſon of Sir Robert Fermyn, of Ruſhbrook in Suffolk, of whom, 
in Gramont, it is ſaid, © he raiſed himſelf a conſiderable fortune from 
nothing,” became Treaſurer to Charles I. and Maſter of the Horſe to 
his Queen. 

In 1642, he attended her Majeſty into Holland, with the crown 
Jewels, but in ſuch haſte, for fear of being ſtopped by Parliament, that he 
went off dreſſed in a black ſattin ſuit and white boots. The next year, 
returning with the Queen, (being Captain of her Guards) he conducted 
her ſafely to the King, through the enemy's quarters; and the ſame year 
his regiment being with Prince Rupert's horſe, when he encountered the 
Earl of Eſſex, (in his return from the relief of Glouceſter) he was 
wounded in the arm, © owing the preſervation of his life from other ſhots 
to the excellent temper of his armour.” For theſe and other ſervices he was 
7 Baron Fermyn, of St. Edmund's Bury. He was alſo Governor 
of Jerſey. 

In 1644, when the Queen left his Majeſty (and never ſaw him more) 
he attended her into France, and had the government of her ſmall family 
aſſigned him. 

2 — Clarendon, ſays, when Charles II. (while abroad) formed his 
Privy Council, that his Majeſty faid, © He knew the Queen (his mother) 

5 would 
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would not be well pleaſed if the Lord Jermyn, were not one ; and further, that 
« He was her chief officer, and governed all her receipts, and loved 
plenty ſo well, that he would not do withaut it, whatever others ſuffered, 
and kept an excellent table for thoſe wha courted him.“ It is alſo ſaid 
in Gramont, © Itis well known what a table he kept at Paris, while the 
King his maſter was ftarving at Bruſſels, and the Queen Dowager his 
miſtreſs, lived not well in France.“ 

In 1660, he was created Earl of St. Albans, at Bredau, ſent Ambaſſa- 
dor to France; and on the return of the Queen's mother to England, was 
made her Lord Chamberlam, and Captain of her guards again. 

After the death of the Queen dowager, (whom Sir Fobn Reveſly ſays 
he was ſecretly married too, and that ſhe was greatly in awe of him) he 
was made Lord Chamberlain to the King, and a Knight of the Garter. 
He died 1683. 


HeNnRY HowaRD, Lord Maltravers, 


The ſecond ſon of Thomas, Earl of Arundel, by Alathea, daughter of 
Gilbert Talbot, Earl of Shrewſbury, was made a Knight of the Bath at the 
creation of Charles Prince of Wales, and in 1626, (2d. of Charles I.) 
married Lady El:zabeth Stuart, eldeſt daughter of Eſme, Earl of March, 
but it being without the King's conſent, they were confined at Lambeth, 
under the care of Archbiſhop Abt. 

In 1639, he was called by writ to the Houſe of Peers, by the title of 
Baron Mowbray : and in 1642, (being at Oxford) he was created Maſter 
of Arts. He ſerved in the civil wars as a volunteer in the King's army, 
till the latter end of the year 1645, when he went to Padua, at the re- 
queſt of his dying father. 

On his return, (being Earl of Arundel, Norfolk, and Surrey,) he with 
difficulty ſubſiſted, till the Houſe of Commons voted © that he ſhould 
be admitted to the compoſition of his eſtate for 6000ol. in regard he had 
ſuffered loſſes by the Parliament forces.“ 

He afterwards lived retired, and died at Arundel Houſe, in the 
Strand, 1652. 


JaMEs STANLEY, Lord Strange, 


Eſteemed one of Charles I. moſt diſintereſted and honourable adhe- 
rents; was fon of William, Earl of Derby, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
Edward Vere, Earl of Oxford, whoſe mother was a daughter of the great 
Lord Burleigh. He was born at Cnowſbey in Lancaſhire, and by his 
genius and education became highly accompliſhed. a 
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At the coronation of Charles I. he was made a Knight of the Bath, 
and in 1627-8, was ſummoned to Parliament by the title of Lord 
Strange, He ſucceeded his father as Earl of Derby, King of Man, 
and Chamberlain of Cheſter, 1642 ; when the ſame year he attended his 
Majeſty, with © 4ooo00l. in money, 5000 arms, with ſuilable ammunition.” 
He alſo raiſed three regiments of foot and three troops of horſe. 

In his warlike exploits, he took Lancaſter and Preſton by ſtorm ; he 
alſo (with Prince Rupert) ſtormed and took Bolton, being the firſt man 
that entered the town. He was likewiſe at the taking of Liverpool, and 
in the battle of Marſton-moor, after which, he kept poſſeſſion of the 
Iſle of Man, till 1651; when returning to Lancaſhire, having aſſem- 
bled about 1500 horſe and foot to join Charles II. he was encountered 
by Colonel Lilburne, near Wigan with double the number, and entirely 
defeated ; he eſcaped (wounded) with about 80 horſe, and joined the 
King at Worceſter, after whoſe defeat, being taken, he had a promiſe of 

uarter given him ; but notwithſtanding that, was beheaded at Bolton, 

ctober 15, 1651. Lloyd ſays, that as his coffin was carried off the 
ſcaffold, theſe verſes were thrown into it: 


« Bounty, wit, courage, all here in one lye dead; 
A Stanley's hand, Pere's heart, and Cecil's head.“ 


In the encounter with Liburne, he had © two horſes ſhot under him, 
ſeven ſhots in his breaſt plate, thirteen cuts on his beaver, and five or fix 
wounds in his arms and ſhoulders !”” 

He was made a Knight of the Garter by Charles II. | 

The Heroine, his Counteſs's defence of Latham Houſe, 1644, and 
the Iſle of Man (after he left it), is well known. 


WILLIAM CECIL, Earl of Saliſbury, 


Son of Robert Cecil, Earl of Saliſbury, by Elizabeth Brooke, daughter 
of William, Lord Cobham was born 1590, and after being well edu- 
cated at home, went on his travels through France and Italy, attended 
by a great retinue. 

In 1604, he was made a Knight of the Bath; in 1608, he married 
Lady Catharine Howard, daughter of the Earl of Suffolk ; in 1612, he 
ſucceeded her father; and in 1623, was inſtalled a Knight of the Garter. 
He was a Privy Counſellor, Captain of the Gentlemen Penſioners, Lieu- 
tenant and High Steward of Hartford. | 

When the civil war broke out, he ſided with the Parliament, (for fear 
of looſing his eſtates) and when it was ended, and Cromwell had put down 


the 3 Peers, he ſat in the Houſe of Commons as member for 
erks. 
Lord 
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Lord Clarendon, ſays, © he was a man of no words, except in hunting 
and hawking. In matters of ſtate and council he always concurred in 
what was propoſed for the King, and cancelled and repaired all thoſe 
tranſgreſſions, by concurring in all that was propoſed againſt him, as 
ſoon as any Tuch propoſitions were made.” He died in 1668, aged 78. 


SIR JohN Danvers, 


Brother and heir of Henry, Earl of Danby, (of whom an account has 
been given) was one of thoſe who ſigned Charles I. death warrant. He 
died before the reſtoration, notwithſtanding which, he, with ſeveral 
others of the King's 3 who were dead, was attainted. | 

Lord Clarendon, ſays, he was © a gentleman of the Privy Chamb erto 
the King, and being neglected by his brother, and having by a vain 
expence in his way of living contracted a vaſt debt, which he knew not 
how to pay ; and being a proud and formal man, between being ſeduced 
and a feducer, became fo far involved in their councils that he ſuffered 
himſelf to be applied to their worſt offices, taking it to be a high 
honour to ſit upon the ſame bench with Cromwell, who employed and 
condemned him at once.“ 


SIR RoBERT HEATH, 


Born at en © in Kent, 1574, was brought up to the Common 
Law, and had ſtudied in the Inner- Temple. 

He was made Recorder of London, 1618, Solicitor-General, 1620, 
and in 1625, (by the intereſt of the Duke of Buckingham) Attorney- 


General. 
In 1631, he was made a Serjeant at Law, and in the ſame year Chief 


Juſtice of the Common Pleas, but was removed in 1634, being not ſo 
ſtanch for ſhip-money, as his ſucceſſor, Sir Jobn Finch. | 
He was made in 1640, one of the Juſtices of the King's-Bench, and 
1643, at Oxford, Chief-Juſtice, to attaint the Earl of Effex and others. 
Upon the decline of the King's affairs, (being obnoxious to Parlia- 
ment) he fled to France, and died at Caen in Normandy, 1649. 


SIR JohN Horgau, 


| Of an ancient family in Yorkſhire, and well allied; * was maſter of a 
noble fortune in land, and rich in money.” His eſtate lay within three or 

tour miles of Hull. 8 
n 
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In 1628, when Sir Thomas Wentworth, (afterwards Earl of Strafford) was 
made a Baron, he was his humble ſervant, as appears by an original letter 
in the poſſeſſion of F. Thane, where he ſays, in finiſhing it, © be pleaſed 10 
believe that you ſhall fynde noe man more firme to you then your,” Sc. He 
atterwards became his enemy, eſpecially at his trial; and the reaſon 
Lord Clarendon gives, is, that he had received from him ſome diſobliga- 
tions in the county of York. 

He was in 1639, Colonel of a regiment of the trained foot of York- 
ſhire, in the army intended againſt the Scots. In 1640, the day after the 
diſolution of Parliament, of which he had been a member, he was ſent 
to the Fleet priſon, for refuſing to anſwer the Council to queſtions con- 
cerning things done there. Afterwards being releaſed, and another Par- 
liament being called, he was again choſen a Member, when, in 1642, that 
Houſe made him their Governor of Hull; and the King ſoon after appear- 
ing before it, was refuſed admittance for his guards, and his Majeſty would 
not go in without, ſo he proclaimed him a traitor, and complained to 
Parliament of him, who, of courſe, juſtified what he had done. The 
next year, he and his ſon being tampered with by the Royal Party, 
were ſent priſoners to the Tower, for attempting to give up Hull, 
and afterwards (1644-5,) were beheaded for the ſame. 

It is ſaid Sir Fobn had taken diſguſt to Parliament, for their giv- 
ing the chief command of the forces in the North, to Lord Fairfax, 
thinking it ought to have been conferred on him for his ſervice in re- 
gard to Hull. 

Lord Clarendon, ſays, He was a man of a fearful nature and per- 


plexed underſtanding, and could better reſolve upon deliberation than 
on a ſudden.” | 


SIR WILLIAM HOWARD, 


Brother of Lord Maltravers, aforementioned; was born, 1612, and 
made a Knight of the Bath (1625, at the coronation of Charles I. and 
afterwards marrying Mary, ſiſter and heir of Henry, Lord Stafford; 
they were, in 1640, created Baron and Baroneſs of Stafford, and he, 
two months after, was raiſed to a Viſcount, 

What his ſervices were in the civil war, or before the reſtoration, 
are not known : Biſhop Burnet, ſays, © He thought the King had not 
rewarded him for his former ſervices as he had deſerved ; ſo he often 
voted againſt the Court.” | 

In 1678, he was ſent with other Popiſh Lords to the Tower ; and 
in 1680, was tried and beheaded, for the ſhare he had in the popiſh 


plot; which to his death he denied. In the reign of James II. a bill 
was 


© 94" 
was hurried through and paſſed the Houſe of Lords, declaring he'dicd 
innocent, but the Commons would not paſs it. 
It is remarkable, amongſt the Peers that tried him, © Four of the 
Howards, his kin/men, condemned bim: Lord Arundel, his nephew, (after- 
wards Duke of Norfolk,) though in enmity with him, did acquit bim.“ 


Biſhop Burnet, ſays further, © that he was a weak, but fair conditi- 
oned man, &c.“ 


SIR EpWARD Hypsg. 


This great man, was born 1608, at Dinton in Wiltſhire, finiſhed his 
education at Oxford, and ſtudied the law in the Temple, and was 
further greatly inſtructed therein by his uncle, Sir Nicholas Hyde, the 
Lord Chief Juſtice. 

While he was a Counſellor, he got introduced to Archbiſhop Laud, 
which helped much (with his own great abilities) to advance him in life. 

In 1640, having obtained a ſeat in Parliament, he diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf by his ſpeeches; in one of them, (againſt the Judges, in the caſe of 
ſhip-money) he ſays, © Good God ! How have the guilty, theſe late years 
been puniſhed, when the Judges themſelves have been ſuch delinguents? It is 
no marvel that an irregular, extravagant, arbitrary power, like a torrent, 
hath broke in upon us, when our banks and bulwarks, the laws, were in 
cuſlody of ſuch perſons, Sc.“ Afterwards he acted more agreeably to 
the views of the Court, had his Majeſty's perſonal thanks, and became 
ſoon after highly in his favour, for his anſwer to the Parliament's re- 
monſtrance, and was offered the place of Solicitor General, which he 
declined. When the King was at York, he went to him with the Great 
Seal, from Sir Edward Litleton, and was offered to be made Secretary 
of State, but this he likewiſe refuſed, but ſoon after accepted the poſt 
of Chancellor of the Exchequer, when he was knighted, and became of 
the Privy Council. | 

On the decline of the King's affairs, he retired to the Prince in 
Jerſey, and there began to write his admirable Hiſtory of the Rebel- 
lion; till 1648, when he went to the Prince (ſoon after King), into 
Holland; from thence, being ſent (with Lord Cottington,) Ambaſſador 
to Spain; but ſoon after their arrival, were ordered to quit the king- 
dom, and he retired to his family at Antwerp. | 

On the King's arrival at Paris, (after the battle of Worceſter) he was 
ſent for, (having been continued in his office of Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer) and remained abroad with his Majeſty till the reſtoration ; but 
before it (1657-8,) at Bruges, he was appointed to be Lord Chancel- 


lor of England. He was afterwards made Chancellor of Oxford, ang 
mig 
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might have been a Knight of the Garter, but declined it, in favour of 
the Earl of Lindſey ; however, in 1661, he conſented to be created 
Earl of Clarendon. X 

His daughter's marriage with the Duke of York, and his unme- 
rited diſgrace, &c. are well known. He died at Rouen, 1674- 


Sis MARMADUKE LANGDALE, 


Third ſon of Anthony Langdale, Eſq. by Joan, daughter of Thomas 
Vavaſor, Eſq. © Added to his honourable deſcent, moſt ſcholar-like accom- 
pliſhments and good huſbandry, baving bought the eſtale of Sir William 
Conſtable, for 26,0001.” 

In 1627, he was knighted by Charles I. whom he afterwards greatly 
aſſiſted when the civil war broke out, (he was then Sheriff for the 
county of York,) by furniſhing him with 3000 Northern horſe, (at 
three ſeveral times) beſides three companies of foot. voy 
He performed many great exploits, while he commanded under 
Prince Rupert, and when a ſole Commander. He relieved Pontefract 
Caſtle, ſurprized Berwick upon Tweed, &c. but at the laſt was de- 
feated by Cromzvell, at the battle of Preſton, (1648) taken priſoner, 
and ſent to Nottingham Caſtle, from whence he eſcaped by careſſing his 
guards, and went abroad to Charles II. where, in 1657-8, he was cre- 
ated Lord Langdale, 

At the reſtoration, after appearing in Parliament as a Peer, he re- 
tired to his eſtate in Yorkſhire, having been conſtitured Lord Lieutenant 
of the city and county of York, &c. | 

His loſſes in the royal cauſe, amounted to 160,000l. He haunted 
the enemy ſo much, that he was nick-named by them, the Ghoſt, be. 
ing a very thin man. He died, 1661. 


SIR EpwWwARD NicnoLas, 


Was born 1593, and ſtudied the law in the Middle- Temple. He 
was firſt, one of the Six Clerks in Chancery, next, Secretary to the 
Duke of Buckingham, and after that, Clerk of the Council. _ 

In 1642, he was made Secretary of State, attending on his Majeſty, 
till he put himſelf under the perfidious protection of the Scots; when 
he went to the Prince in Jerſey, and afterwards went and lived with 
Sir Edward Hyde, at Caen in Normandy, till Charles II. came into 
Germany, when he was made his Secretary of State, and continued i 
that 


Wn, 


that office till 166g, when he reſigned, and the King gave him in lieu 
thereof, 20,0001. He died in 1669. | 

He was a man of great integrity, induſtry, and application; alſo, 
without any ambitious views, or private deſigns. 


SIR IsAac PENNINGTON, 


A Knight, according to the liſt of Lord Mayors, in 1640-1, being a 
Member in Parliament for the city of London, he preſented a petition 
againſt Archbiſhop Laud's innovations, ſigned by 15,000 perſons, and 
afterwards, in the name of the city of London, offered to lend Parlia- 
ment 100,000. on the ſecurity of four ſubſidies, which was declared 
acceptable ſervice. 

In 1642-3, he was choſen Mayor by © the moſt numerous and hearty 
votes,“ according to the Parliament Journal; but, as Lord Clarendon 
expreſſes it, © by the noiſe and clamour of the common people.” Afterwards, 
when the King anſwered the city petition, his Majeſty ſaid, *« what 
hopes of my ſafety there, whilſt Alderman Pennington, their pretended Lord 
Mayor, the principal author of theſe calamities, which ſo nearly threaten the 
ruin of that famous city. Sc.“ 

Next year, being choſen again Mayor, he preſented another petition 
to Parliament, againſt their making peace with the King, and afterwards 
with other Aldermen, and the then Mayor ; he proclaimed an act for 
aboliſhing Kingly Government. | | 

He was made by Parliament, Lieutenant of the Tower of London, 
and at length became one of the King's Judges, (though he did not fign 
his death warrant) and one of the Commiſſioners for compounding with 
delinquents. 

At the reſtoration he ſurrendered himſelf, and although he was at- 
tainted and. convicted of high treaſon, was not executed, but died a 
priſoner in the Tower.

SIR PETER PAUL RUBENS, 


This celebrated painter, (who was born at Cologne, 1577,) had the 


happineſs in his art, of being univerſally admired. 

He was a man of extenſive knowledge in claſſical and polite litera- 
ture, and of ſuch various talents that he was pitched upon to negociate 
a treaty of peace between Spain and England. 

While he reſided in this country, he painted many pictures, particu- 
larly the ceiling at White-hall, which Charles I. paid him 3o0ol. for; 
and (1630) knighted him. 

He had formed a fine collection of antique ſtatues, buſts, vaſes, &c. 
and allo of pictures; which, with regret, he fold to the 9 
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Duke of Buckingham, for 10,0001. notwithſtanding they had not coſt 
him above one tenth of that ſum. He died at Antwerp 1640. | 


StR EpwaRD WALKER, 


Who was born at Robbers in Somerſetſhire, ſays, that in the Earl 
of Arundel's journey to Scotland, 1633, he © had the felicity to be firſt 
made known to him, which be muſt ever efteem as a ſingular happineſs, and as 
the firſt degree, and the only means of his future preferment.” 

He firſt was Secretary to that Nobleman, who made him Ronge 
Croix in the College of Arms, afterwards Cheſter Herald, and in 1639, 
his Secretary at War. 

In 1642, he was created Maſter of Arts at Oxford, and the year fol- 
lowing, made Norrey King at Arms, and the year after that, Garter, 
when he was knighted, 

He was ordered by Charles I. being his Secretary at War, to write 
the progreſs and ſucceſs of bis arms in 1644, which he performed, and his 
Majeſty correRted it with his own hand, and it is remarked, that in one 
place, inſtead of the word Rebels, which he ſcratched with his pen, he 
wrote over, Iriſb. 


After the fatal battle at Naeſby, Sir Edward retired to Paris, and when 
Charles II. was invited to Scotland, he was one that attended him, but 


was ordered thence by the Scots, when he retired to Holland. After. 


wards, when the King eſcaped abroad, he became his Receiver Gene- 
ral, and alſo Clerk of his Privy Council. | 


At the Reſtoration, © he was confirmed in his Garterſhip,” and like- 
wiſe continued Clerk of the Council. He died ſuddenly at White-Hall, 
1676, Etcherd ſays, Lord Clarendon, made great uſe of this diligent 
and obſervant man's papers, in his Hiſtory of the Rebellion, | 


SIR JaMEs WARE, 


The Camden of Ireland, was born in Dublin 1594, and educated in 
that city ; becoming a very great proficient in the learned languages, 
His genius leading him to the ſtudy of antiquities, thoſe of his native 
country engroſſed his attention, and after gathering all the materials 
together he could in Ireland, he came over to England to compleat his 
reſearches ; where his friend and encourager Archbiſhop Upper, intro- 
duced him to Sir Robert Cation, from whoſe, and other collections, to- 


gether with the records in the Tower, he made a very ample addition to 
what he had. 


On his return to Ireland 1629, he was knighted ; and in 1632, his 
father dying, he ſucceeded him both in his eſtate and his office of Audi- 


tor 
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tor — = Afterwards, (1639) he was made one of the Privy 
Council. 

In 1644, being ſent by the Marquis of Ormond, to the King at 
Oxford, (with two Noblemen) on buſineſs of importance, he was on 
his return back taken by the Parliament's ſhips, and ſent a priſoner to 
the Tower of London: on his releaſe thence, being obliged to go abroad, 
he went to France, and after rwo years refidence there, was permitted 
to return, when he lived in London, till 1653, then returning to 
Ireland for to look after his eſtate. | 

At the reftoration, he was reinſtated in his office of Auditor General, 
and the year after, choſen a Member in Parliament, as he had been be- 


fore in the reign of Charles I. afterwards he was offered a Peerage, which 
he declined, He died 1666. 


WilLLIam BurTON. 


Son of Ralph Burton, Eſq. was born at Lindley in Leiceſterſhire, 
1575. After he had finiſhed his education at Oxford, he was in 1593 
admitted into the ſociety of the Inner Temple, and became a Barriſter : 
but his natural genius leading him to the ſtudy of antiquities, he became 
author of the much approved Deſcription of Leiceſtenſbire, which he pub- 
liſned in 1622. The great Dugdale, on reading this work, when a young 
man, firſt formed the idea of his Hiſtory of Warwickſhire, and being 
defirous of the author's acquaintance, got introduced to him; when Mr. 
Burton © encouraged him in his labours io the utmoſt of his power.” 

This ingenious perſon, who is ſtyled a Learned Author, and the 
great ornament of his country,“ died at Fald in Staftordſhire 1645 ; hav- 
ing“ /uffered much by the civil war.“ 


His MS. Works and Collections, were given by his ſon, to Walter 
Chetwind, Eſq. 


JohN Pym, 


This Patriot on one fide, and Incendiary on the other, was one time 
a Clerk in the Exchequer; and being very early introduced into the 
buſineſs of Parliament, became the greateſt leader of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, eſpecially in the long Parliament. He was Member for Tavi- 
ſtock, both in the reign of James I. and Charles I. | 

In 1626, he was one of the Managers of the impeachment againſt the 
Duke of Buckingham ; in 1628, he brought a charge againſt Dr. 
Mainwaring, who he ſaid, by his doctrines, endeavoured to deſtroy the 
King and kingdoms ; in 1639, he was one of the correſponding Members 
with the Scotch Commiſſioners; in 1640, he impeached the Earl of Straf- 
ford; in 1641-2, he was one of the five Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, demanded by the King; in 1643, he impeached the Queen 


of

of high treaſon ; and the ſame year, publiſhed a declaration and vindi- 
cation of his conduct, in anſwer to the reproaches of the Court party; 
in which he declared, “that he was, and ever bad been, and would die, a 
faithful ſon of the Proteſtant religion, without having the leaſt tincture of Ana- 
baptiſm, Bowniſm, and the like errors; and further, that he never had a ſingle. 
thought tending to the leaſt diſobedience, or diſloyalty to his Majeſty, whom he 
acknowledged for his lawful Sovereign; and would ſpend his blood as ſoon in 
his ſervice, as any other ſubjef in the kingdom, &c.” He died this ſame 
year, (1643) to the joy of the Court, and the ſorrow of the Parliament, 
who had juſt before appointed him their Licutenant of the Ordnance. 


He was interred in Weſtminſter-Abbey, with great ſolemnity. 


JoHN SELDEN, 


Celebrated for his learning and patriotiſm, was born 1584, at Salvinton 
in Suſſex, and educated, till he went to Oxford, at Chicheſter free ſchool. 

He firſt ſtudied the law in Clifford's Inn, but afterwards in the Inner 
Temple, and became a great proficient therein. 

Before he was thirty-four years of age, he, by his writings, had © . 
himſelf 6 pes! Philologift, Antiquarian, Herald, and Lune, l. 

His Hiſtory of Tythes, publiſhed 1618, gave great offence to the 
clergy, and brought on him the diſpleaſure of the Court. 

In 1621, being conſulted by the Houſe of Lords upon King James's 
aſſertion, © bat the privileges of Parliament were originally grants from the 
Crown ;** he gave his opinion to the contrary, which occaſioned his being 
committed to the cuſtody of the Sheriff of London. 

In 1623, he was choſen Member of Parliament for Lancaſter ; and, in 
the firſt year of Charles I. for Great Bedwin in Waltſhire; and in other 
Parliaments, for Lancaſter again ; and for the univerſity of Oxford. 

In the Houſe of Commons, he diſplayed his great and extraordinary 
abilities againſt the illegal meaſures ot the Court, for which he was 
impriſoned in the Tower, &c. After his releaſe thence, he ſtill per- 
ſevered, and when the civil war commenced, ſided with the Parlia- 
ment; who, ſoon after, made him the Keeper of the Records in the 
Tower; and in 1646, voted him 5o000l. for his ſufferings. 

Afterwards he was appointed one of the ſtanding Committee for hear. 
ing and receiving reports from the viſitors of the two Univerſities, and 
was very ſerviceable to that of Oxford. He died, 1654. 

He was ſtiled by Grotius, be glory of the Engliſh nation,” his motto 
was * Liberly above all things.”” Lord Clarendon, ſays, he * was a perſon 
whom no character can flatter, or tranſmit in any expreſſions equal to his 
merit and virtue. | | 
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Joun BRA DñSHAW, 


A Cheſhire man born, was brought up to the law. In 1647, he ap- 
pears to have been © Chief Juſtice of Cheſter,” yet not a Serjeant at 
Law, till « two Terms before the King's Tryal, being called to that dig- 
nity from the ſcolding and railing of Guildhall, London.“ 

He was made Preſident of the High Court of Juſtice, that tried 
Charles I. and after ſentence of death was read by the Clerk on that 
Monarch, he added; /hjs Sentence, now read and publiſhed, is the AG, Sen- 
tence, Judgment and Reſolution of the whole Court.” Afterwards he was 
made Preſident of the Council of State, when he had given him“ Lord 
Cottington's eſtate, together with Summer Hill, a Seat of the Earl of 
St. Alban's, valued at a thouſand pounds a year,” and in the end of the 
year 1652, was made Chancellor of the Dutchy of Lancaſter. The year 
following, after Oliver Cromwell had diſſolved the Parliament, and had 
come to diſſolve the Council of State, Bradſhaw ſaid to him, © Sir, you 
are miflaken io think that the Parliament is diſſolved, for no power under 
Heaven can diſſolve them but themſelves, therefore take you notice of that,” 
which ſo offended Oliver, that he never employed him, finding him © a 
great commonwealth's-man, and an enemy to a ſingle perſon :” after 
this, it appears he was in Parliament, for he is ſaid to have been © very 
inſtrumental there in opening the eyes of many young Members, who 
had never before heard their intereſts ſo clearly ſtated and aſſerted.” 

In 1659, he was again choſen Preſident of the Council of State in the 
reaſſumed Commonwealth, but did not live long after, dying that ſame 
year, and was interred with great ſolemnity, in Weſtminſter Abbey, 
(being, in his Funeral Sermon, ſpoken of with much honour and praiſe) 
but the next year was taken up, hanged at Tyburn, had his head cut off 
(and placed on Weſtminſter Hall) and his body re-buried under the 

allows. | 
K Some time before his death, “ he grew publicly confident, having 
left off the guards he firſt kept about him ;?” and when he was dying, 
declared, . that if the King was to be tried again, he would again condemn - 
bim. 


King CHARLES II. 


Was born in St. James's Palace, 1630, and when eight years old, 
knighted and elected into the Order of the Garter, being inſtalled at 
Windſor with great ſolemnity; and now alſo firſt called Prince of Wales, 
holding his court apart from that of his father. His Governor was at 
firſt the Earl of Newcaſtle, but afterwards the Earl of Berkſhire, and 
his tutor, Dr Duppa, afterwards Biſhop of Wincheſter. When ten years 


old, he took his Seat in Parliament, and when twelve, was at the * 
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of Edgehill, and two years after, at the head of an Army in the Weſt ; 
but on the decline of his' father's affairs, retired to Scilly, after that to 
Jerſey, and thence to his mother at St. Jermins. | 

After his father was beheaded, he was faluted king in Holland, pro- 
claimed in Edinburgh, Ireland, and Jerſey, and in 1650, again in Scotland, 
and the New year's day following, crowned at Schoone. In Auguſt, 
when he came to Carliſle with his Army, “ he offered his pardon (to be 
confirmed by Act thereafter) to all his ſubjects of England, of whatever 
nature or crime their offences were, excepting Bradſhaw, Cromwell, and 
Cook,” The fatal battle of Worceſter, the next month, and his eſcape 
(after wandering abour in diſguiſe for ſix weeks) are well known. 

He afterwards continued abroad, going about from place to place, 
ſoliciting aid (but in vain) till 1660, when being at Bruſſels, he was in- 
formed of the change of affairs in favour of his Reſtoration, and he 
removed to Breda, and thence (after his being proclaimed King in Lon- 
don) to the Hague, by invitation, where he was ſplendidly entertained. 
On May the 23d, .he embarked for England, and made his entry into 
London, on the 29th, (his Birth day) amidſt the joyful acclamations of 
the people. 

The annexed Letter was ſent by the King, to Arthur Anneſly, Eſq. (af- 
terwards Earl of Angleſley) and is the letter Lord Clarendon mentions, 
« he had the courage to receive.“ 


OLIVER CROMWELL, Protector. 


This extraordinary man, who became from a private perſon, an abſo- 
lute monarch in effect, was born in Huntingdon, 1599. His father was 
a ſecond ſon of Sir Henry Cromwell, of Hinchenbrooke, and his mother, 
a daughter of Sir Richard Steward, of the Iſle of Ely. He was educated 
at the Free School in Huntingdon, till he was ſent to Sidney College, 
Cambridge, where he remained but two years, and afterwards went to 
ſtudy the law in Lincoln's Inn ; but his genius and inclination leading 
him to an active, rather than a ſpeculative life, he, in 1628, obtained a 
ſeat in Parliament, (his uncle by his mother's fide, having left him five 
hundred pounds a year) where he diſtinguiſhed himſelf by ſpeaking 
againſt Popery, and Biſhop Neal's licenſing books that had a dangerous 
tendency : having now, after leading a profligate life, taken to a ſtrict 
religious one, and ſided with the Puritans. 

Afterwards, on finding the oppreſſion of Church and State greatly 
increaſing, he reſolved (with many others) to go and ſettle in New 
England, but with his friend and companion the patriot Hampden, &c. 
(on ſhip-board,) was prevented by the Proclamation to prevent further 
Emigration, | 
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In 1640 he was choſen (in the long Parliament) Member for the 
town of Cambridge; and, on the breaking out of the Civil War, two 
years after, obtained a Captain's Commiſion from Parliament, when 
he immediately raiſed and well diſciplined a troop of: horſe in his own 
county ; and, by his great activity, courage, ſucceſs, and policy, ſoon 
was raiſed to a Lieutenant General, then to Lord Governor of Ireland, 
and afterwards (on the reſignation of Lord Fairfax) to Captain General 
of England; in ſhort, his victories were ſo great and numerous, that by 
them, together with his vaſt cunning and diſſimulation, he arrived to 
that power (excepting the name of King) his great ambition prompted 
him to: but withall exerciſed it with ſuch ability, that he made him- 
ſelf feared and courted by the greateſt Princes and States in Chriſten- 
dom. He died 1658. 


RICHARD CROMWELL, Protector, 


Third, but eldeſt ſurviving ſon of Oliver, by Elizabeth, daughter of 
Sir James Bouchier, of Eſſex; was born 1626, at Huntingdon, and 
educated at Felſted, in Eſſex, In 1647 he was admitted into the So- 
ciety of Lincoln's Inn, but did not attend to the ſtudy of the law, 
giving himſelf up to pleaſure; what is remarkable, his companions 
were chiefly royaliſts, and he uſed to drink with them, ſucceſs to the 
cauſe. When Charles I. © was condemned to die, he was ſo ſtruck 
with horror, that he fell on his knees and pleaded for fallen Majeſty 
with his inexorable father.” After this, he lived the life of a count 

entleman at Hurſley, with his new married lady (a daughter of Ri- 
chard Major, Eſq. with whom he had a conſiderable fortune) till his 
father became Protector, when he was choſen a Member in his Parlia- 
ment, and in 1655 made firſt Lord of Trade and Navigation. In 1657 
he was elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford, ſworn of his 
father's Privy Council, made a Colonel in the Army, and placed at the 
head of the Houſe of Lords. When he ſucceeded his father in the Pro- 
tectorate, Foreign Princes addreſſed their condolences to him, and 
deſired to renew their alliances, and nothing was heard but the voice 
of joy, and large encomiums of the new Protector ;”” and when he 
went to meet his Parliament, it was with“ as much ſolemnity as ever 
King had done ;” but the eſteem it had for him will be ſeen by part of 
an applauded ſpeech made by Sir Harry Vane, who ſaid (after extolling 
Oliver's extraordinary talents) © but for Richard, his ſon, who is he? 


What are his titles * We have ſeen that he had a ſword by his ſide, but did 


he ever draw it? And whal is of more importance in this caſe, is he fit to 
get obedience from a mighty nation, who could never make a Footman obey him “ 


Zel wwe muſt recogniſe this man as cur King, under the ſtile of Protector! A 
. many

man without birth, without courage, without conduct. For my part I declare, 
it ſhall never he ſaid that I made ſuch a man my maſler.” _. 

He was Protector little more than ſeven months, when he was obliged 
to reſign. Some of his friends, who had ſided with him, endeavoured 
to perſuade him to deſperate meaſures to preſerve his dignity, but he 
replied, © that every one ſhould fee he would do nobody any harm: He never 
bad done any, nor ever would: that he ſhould be very much troubled, if any 
one was injured on his account.” When his effects were removing from 


Whitehall, he was obſerved to be particularly anxious about two old 


trunks; a friend aſking him the reaſon, he replied, becauſe they contain 
no leſs than the lives and fortunes of all the god People of England, alluding 
to the great number of addreſſes in them to him. 

On the Reſtoration he went to France and Geneva, returning to 
England again 1680, when he lived under an aſſumed name at Cheſhunt 


in Herefordſhire, till his death, 1712. 


Sir HENRY SLINGSBY, 
Of an ancient family in Yorkſhire, where he had been High Sheriff 


in 1611, was © a good juſticer, a noble landlord, a ſerious man, much 


converſant with holy men, and of a large eſtate,” 

He was a Member in the long Parliament (as he had been in pre- 
ceding ones) where he fat till the Civil War was about to break out, 
when he retired, and raiſed at his own expence, for the King, ſix hun- 
dred Horſe and Foot, beſides otherwiſe greatly ſerving him, being 
continually in Action till 1646, when his Majeſty deſired him to return 
home, where he was obliged to ſecret himſelf, being laid wait for by 
the Parliamenteers. He ſays, Keeping cloſe in one room, without air, 
did flifle the vital ſpirits, and meeting with a crazy body, did very much 
diftemper me.“ | 

After the King's death he was long a Priſoner in Hull, and there 
even attempted to ſerve Charles II., by contracting with ſome Officers 
in that Garriſon, to deliver up one of the Block-houſes in his favour ; 
but it being diſcovered, he was tried, condemned, and beheaded for 
the ſame, 1658. | | 

Ar his Trial the Attorney General ſaid, (pointing to Sir Henry) 
I pity this Gentleman, that thoſe grey hairs ſhould thus go ta the grave ; 
I bave no more to ſay, but crave the juſtice of the Gurt.“ 


Sir Joun Lawso0N, 


A poor man's fon of Hull, and bred to the ſea, was © firſt employed 
by merchants, and made ſeveral profitable voyages.” Afterwards he 
took to the ſervice of Government, when his great merit by degrees 


raiſed

boarding fix Admiral Ships, in the war with the Dutch, 165 1-2-3.“ 
In the latter year he was declared one of the four Generals at ſea, and 
afterwards (that ſame year) rewarded with a gold chain and medal 
appendant, for the vaſt ſhare he had in the great Victory over the Dutch 
(being the laſt Fight between the two Commonwealths). 

He was diſaffected to Oliver Cromwell, yet in 1655 was truſted 
with the command of the Channel Fleet ; but afterwards, not approving 
of the Spaniſh War, (thinking it unjuſt) © he began to enter into ſchemes 
againſt the Protector, for which he, with others, was committed.“ 

In 1659, having been again made Vice-Admiral, and hearing that 
General Monk was marching into England, he co-operated with him, 
and declared for the Parliament, placing his Fleet in the mouth of the 
Thames; for which he received their ſolemn thanks, and was made one 
of their Council of State. Afterwards he heartily concurred in the 
Reſtoration. | 

“In 1661 and 2 he forced the Algerines to make the moſt honourable 
Peace they ever made with Chriſtians.” He was ſhot in an engagement 
with the Dutch, 1665, in which he was obſerved to exceed all he had 
done before. 


Sir WILLIAM WALLER. 


This eminent ſoldier, was ſon of Sir Thomas Waller, Conſtable of 
Dover Caſtle, by Margaret, daughter of Lord Dacre. He was born 
1597, at Knolle in Kent, educated at Oxford, and learnt the art of war 
in the Low Countries, when on his return thence (1622) he received 
the honour of Knighthood. | 

In 1640, being choſen a Member in Parliament (for Andover) © he 
therein ſhewed himſelf an active perſon againſt the prerogative, and 
every thing that looked that way; tor which, and his great knowledge 
in military affairs, he was by Parliament (1642) made one of their 
Generals, and was fo ſucceſsful for them, that he gained the appellation 
of William the Conqueror: however he was defeated at Lanſdowne, and 
Round way-down, but afterwards was again Victor, at Alresford, &c. 

In 1646 he had Wincheſter Caſtle given him, as part of a reward 
for paſt ſervices, yet the next year, was one of thoſe who were impeached 
by the Houſe of High Treaſon, when he abſconded for a time, and 
then took his ſeat again; but the year following was (with others) turned 
out of the Parliament by the Army. Afterwards he was a Priſoner in 
various places, on ſuſpicion of being in the intereſt. of Charles II., 
and not releaſed till near the end of the year 1659, when he fided with 
thoſe that were for bringing in the King. What he got by his ſuffer- 
ings at the Reſtoration 1s not * :

raiſed him to the rank of an Admiral. He gained much honour in 
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In his retirement he wrote a Book of Divine Meditations, &c. He 
died at his houſe at Ofterley-park, in Middleſex, 1668, and was interred 
in Weſtminſter Abbey. | 


Sir BuLs8TRODE WHITLOCKE, 


Son of Sir James Whitlocke, one of the Judges of the Court of 


King's-Bench, was born 1605, in Fleet-ſtreet, and educated (till he 


went to Oxford) at Merchant Taylors School. He afterwards ſtudied 
the law in the Middle Temple, and became eminent for his great 
knowledge therein. 

In 1640 he was choſen a Member in Parliament for Bucks, and be- 
came Chairman of the Committee that drew up the charge againſt the 
Earl of Strafford. Aſterwards, on the eve of the Civil War, he re- 
commended to the Houſe to conſider, if it was not too ſoon for them to 
take up arms, © Yet, /aid he, I am not for a tame reſignation, of our religion, 
lives, and liberties, into the hands of our adverſaries, who ſeek lo devour us; 
nor do I think it inconſiſtent with your great wiſdom to prepare for a juſt and 
neceſſary defence of them.” In 1642 he was made Lieutenant of the 
County of Bucks and Oxford, by the Parliament, and the next year 
one of the. Commiſſioners to treat of Peace with the King; © and be 
laboured much to bring about an accommodation.” He alſo was one of the 
Lay Gentlemen who ſat in the Aſſembly of Divines, and oppoſed the 
deſign of thoſe who were for having the Divine right of Preſbytery ſolemnly 
aſſerted. In 1644 he was made Governor of Windſor Caſtle, and after- 
wards Attorney of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, one of the Commiſſioners 
of the Admiralty, and of the Great Seal: but when they were about 
to try the King, which was contrary to his judgment, he retired into 
the country, to avoid having any concern therein. 

In 1648-9 he was made Firſt Commiſſioner of the New Great Seal of 
the Commonwealth, one of the Council of State, &c. In 1653 Crom- 
well (who had courted him much) finding how little inclined he was 
to promote his ambitious views, contrived that he ſhould be ſent 
Ambaſſador to Sweden. On his return (in addition to his other places) 
he was made a Commiſſioner of the Exchequer. In 1655 he reſigned 
the Great Seal; the next year he was choſen Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons, pro lempore, and the year following was ſummoned to Crom- 
well's other Houle, by the title of Bulſtrode, Ford Whitlocke. 


On Richard Cromwell's coming to the Protectorate, he was again ap- 
pointed one of the Commiſſioners of the Great Seal, &c.; but ſoon 
after the Reſtoration's taking place, he retired to his ſeat of Chilton- 
park, Wilts, where he lived in privacy till his death, 1675.

He was a man of equal capacity and integrity, rarely miſled by his 


affections, never known to be tranſported to bigotry, and a diſtinguiſhed 
Engliſh Hiſtorian, 


Jonun DISBROWE, 


Was born at Eltiſley, in Cambridge, 1608, and was bred to the law, 
but quitted it for a martial life, when by the intereſt of his brother-in- 
law Oliver Cromwell, he became Captain of a troop of horſe: afterwards 
for his bravery he was raiſed to a Colonel, and in 1648, to a Major 
General, for the ſhare he had in quelling the Levellers. He was alſo 
named one of the Commiſſioners for trying the King, but he would not 
ſit ; yet ſoon after, he was appointed Governor of Yarmouth. In 1650, 
he had the entire care of the Weſt given him, and afterwards was made 
one of the four Generals at Sea. 

When Oliver became Protector, he was choſen one of his Privy Coun- 
cil, a Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, a Lord of the Cinque Ports, &c. 
Notwithſtanding theſe preferments by Cromwell, he told him, when 
he communicated his thoughts of accepting the title of King, © hat 
then he gave the cauſe and his family alſo for loft, and though he reſolved 
never to att againſt bim, yet he would not a# for him,” and offered to give 
him up his Commiſſion. 

In 1657, he was made one of the Houſe of Lords, and when Richard 
became Protector, was appointed of his Council and Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland; but theſe preferments did not endear him to the latter, for he 
ſoon after (with Fleetwood) obliged him by threats, to diſſol ve his Parlia- 
ment in favour of the Army, whoſe officers in a general Council, he 
got to chooſe him Commiſſary of the Horſe, when he made them a 
ſpeech of an hour long, telling them, © 7here were ſeveral men, ſons of 
Belial, crept in amongfl them, for whoſe ſakes, there would be great judge- 
ments upon the army ; and therefore, he thought it would be convenient to 
purge it by a Teſt, which every Officer ſhould take, Sc. The reſtored 
Parliament reſented his being choſen Commiſſary, ſo much, that they 
even deprived him of his regiment ; however, fearful of exaſperating 
him too much, they made him one of their Council of State, and Go- 
vernor of Plymouth; but he, continuing to cabal with the Army, they 
confined him, till he made his ſubmiſſion, and promiſe to live peaceably. 
At the Reſtoration he went abroad, (after being impriſoned twice) but 
in 1665, was cited to appear, which he did, and again was impriſoned ; 
afterwards being releaſed, he returned abroad. In 1686, James Il. cited 
him alſo to appear, but whether he did, or what became of him after, is 
not known : | | | 


« He was clowniſh in his manners, and boiſterous in his behaviour.” 
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CHARLES FLEETWOOD, 


Son of Sir Milliam Fleetwood, (Cup-bearer, and Comptroller of Wood- 
ſtock Park, to James I. and Charles I.) © was one of thoſe gentlemen of 
the Inns of Court, who learnt the military duties, and formed themſelves 
into a guard, to protect the perſon of the Earl of Eſſex, the Parliament 
General.“ In 1644, he was made Receiver of the Court of Wards, (in the 
room of his uncle, who was deprived of it for his loyalty,) and the year 
after a Colonel; when he had the government of Briſtol aſſigned him. 
After the beheading of Charles I. he was raiſed to a Lieutenant General, 
and made one of the Council of State. 

In 1651, he particularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the battle of Wor- 
ceſter, which ſo ingratiated him with ml, that (together on account 
of the great intereſt of his family) he fixed upon him for his ſon-in-law 
(after Ireton's death, which happened very ſoon after that victory) and 
the year following, procured for him the poſt of Commander in Chiet 
of Ireland, and that of a Commiſſioner for the Civil Department 
thereof. 

When Oliver was proclaimed Protector of that kingdom (chiefly 
through his means) he was made the Lord-Lieutenant ; but being 


- through policy recalled, he joined with Lambert and Diſbrowe, in vio- 


lently oppoſing the Protector's taking upon him the title of King, yet was 
made one of his Houſe of Lords; and further (“ to keep him from re- 
volting,””) cajoled with the hopes of being nominated his ſucceſſor. 
Richard Cromwell, knowing his chagrin and great power, would not, 
on Oliver's death, take upon him the government, till he had aſked 
and obtained his conſent, notwithſtanding which, (and his having 
ſeveral additional places) he acted like Diſbrowe by him. Afterwards, 


the Rump Parliament made him one of their Council of State, and 


Lieutenant-General; but on their perceiving his intenticn of makin 
them ſubject to the Army, they deſired back his commiſſion ; which he 
reſented, by forcibly withholding them from the houſe; and ſo far realized 
his intention; now he thought he was near obtaining the height of his 
ambition, but it only put the nation (to prevent further changes) on 
recalling the exiled King. 

After the Reſtoration, his life and liberty was with difficulty obtained, 
when he ſpent the remainder of his days in obſcurity with his friends at 
Stoke Newington, where he died 1692. He was heavily fined in the 
reign of James II. for non=conformity. a 


Joun LAMBERT, 


Who, Word ſays, © ſtudied in the Inns of Court, and was of a ſubtle 
working brain, upon the breaking out of the civil war, entered into the 
Parliament

Parliament Army, where he ſoon became a Colonel, and afterwards Com- 
miſſary General of the Northern Army. | 

In 1647, his abilities and courage having raiſed him to a Major 
General, he performed many great and memorable actions, and after the 
battle of Worceſter, (in which he had his horſe ſhot under him) he 
had 1000l. per annum ſettled upon him for paſt ſervices; in lieu of 
which, Cromwell afterwards gave him 10,0001. When Oliver became 
Protector, (greatly by his aſſiſtance) he was made one of the Council of 
Fourteen, by whoſe advice, the Protector was to govern ; and © was the 
firſt named therein, by the title of Lord Lambert.” 

In 1657, when Oliver had thoughts of accepting the title of King, he 
oppoſed it with all his vigour, and even refuſed to take the oath to 
be faithful to his government; on this, Cromwell! took away his com- 
miſſion, but not to exaſperate him too much, allowed him 200ol. a 
year. After which, “ he turned floriſt, and had the fineſt tulips and 

illiflowers, that could be procured for love or money.” 

When Richard Cromwell ſucceeded to the Protectorate, he acted in 
concert with Flee/wood and Diſbrowe ; when afterwards, “ he was re- 
ſtored to all his military poſts, was of both the committees of Safe- 
ty, one of the Council of State, and of both committees for ap- 
pointing Officers.” In 1659, he defeated the loyaliſt Sir George Booth, 
when Parliament gave him a 1oool. to buy a jewel, (which inſtead 
thereof, he diſtributed amongſt his Officers) but he ſoon after loſt 
their favour, by his oppoſition to them. 

Afterwards he was obliged to ſubmit to the riſing power of Monck, 
when (being thought the moſt dangerous perſon in the kingdom) 
he was ſent a priſoner to the Tower, whence eſcaping, he appeared 
in arms again, but being retaken, was again ſent to the Tower. 

In 1661, he was condemned to die, but having behaved very ſub- 
miſſively upon his trial, his ſentence was changed to a perpetual 
_ confinement in the Iſland of Guernſey, where he amuſed himſelf with 
cultivating flowers, and painting pictures. He died 1691. 


GEORGE MoNCK, 


Second ſon of Sir Thomas Monck, was born 1608, at Potheridge, 
in Devonſhire, and was from his childhood, intended for a ſoldier 
by his father, who brought him up accordingly. At ſeventeen (the 
1ſt of Charles I.) he ſerved a volunteer in the fleet againſt Cadiz, 
and afterwards went and ſerved in the Low Country wars, where he 
became maſter of the Military Art. 

In the civil war, he ſided with the King, being raiſed to a Major 
General of an Iriſh Brigade, but ſoon after was taken priſoner, and 
remained ſo till 1646, when he was perſuaded to ſerve the Parlia- 


ment, and take the Covenant. His exploits afterwards were equally 
great, 
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great, both by land and ſea: in ſhort, having reduced Scotland, and 
at laſt cauſed the Reſtoration; he was rewarded with the Garter, the 
Dukedom of Albemarle, &c. &c. Notwithſtanding theſe honours, he 


- would (till command at ſea, and in 1666 his gallant behaviour was ſuch, 


as to be almoſt without example. He died 1669-70, and was buried 
in Weſtminſter Abbey at the public expence, in little leſs then regal 
ſtile. | 

He ©& was a man of natural ſecreſy, deep thoughts, and few words, 
and what he wanted in elocution he had in judgment.“ 


NATHANIEL FiENNES, 


Born at Broughton, in Oxfordſhire, was ſecond ſon of Viſcount Say 
and Seal; began his education at Wincheſter, and finiſhed it at Oxford. 
He afterwards went (“ to the Inns of Court, or to travel, or both””) to 
* Geneva and Switzerland, returning to England through Scotland.” 

In 1640 he was a Member for Banbury, in both the Pailiaments 
called that year, wherein he ſhewed himſelf very buſy. and zealous 
for the cauſe; he was firſt made a Captain of a Troop, next a Colonel 
of a Regiment under the Earl of Eſſex, and afterwards. Governor of 
Briſtol, where he behaved very rigorouſly : but when Prince Rupert 
came before that city, tamely ſurrendered it, after a ſingle day's fiege ; 
for which he was tried, and condemned to loſe his head ; not obtaining 
his pardon without the utmoſt difficulty, by the ſolicitation of his 
friends. He afterwards withdrew from the kingdom for a time, when 
he returned and © regained the confidence of both Parliament and 
Army,” and now had attached himſelf to the Independents. 

In Oliver's Parliament, 1654, he was Member for Oxtordſhire, next 
year was Lord Privy Seal, the year after a Member for the Univerſity of 
Oxford, and, in 1657, made of Cromwel!'s other Houſe, and a Com- 
miſſioner of the Great Seal. When Rzchard became Protector, he was 
of his Privy Council (as he had been of his father's) and, when Richard 
had opened his Parliament, ſaid in his ſpeech after him, What can a 
man ſay after a King, &c. After the abuliſhment of the Protettorſhip, 
he was choſen one of the Council of State, 

On the Reſtoration he retired to his eſtate at Newton-Toney, near 
Saliſbury, where he lived in obſcurity till his death, 1669. 


WILLIAM LENTHALL, 


Was of an ancient family in Oxfordſhire, and ſtudied the Law in 
Lincoln's Inn. He became Recorder of London, a Member in Par- 
liament for Woodſtock, and, in 1640, (in the long Parliament) was 
choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, where two years after, when 
Charles IJ. came to demand the five Members, he told his Majeſty, on 

his

his enquiring after them, that he had “ neither eyes to ſee, nor tongue to 
ſpeak, but as the Houſe pleaſed to direct him, whoſe ſervant he was,” &c. 
The Parliament that ſame year appointed him Maſter of the Rolls, and a 
Commiſſioner of the Great Seal. In 1646 they made him alſo Chief 
Juſtice of Cheſter, and the year following Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaſter, beſides having given him 6000l. in money. 

In 1648 he refuſed to ſit in the High Court of Juſtice at the King's 
trial; yet retained the beſt of his places till Cromwell diſſolved the long 
Parliament. 

In 1654 he was choſen. Speaker of Oliver's Parliament; and, ſome 
time after, made one of his other Houſe. 

In 1659 he was again choſen Speaker in the re- aſſumed Common- 
wealth, where it was voted that the offices of General and Admiral 
ſhould be veſted in him; yet, about four months after, as he was going 
to the Houſe, he was ſtopped by order of Lambert (who, with Dy/browe, 
had be turned out of Parliament) and made to return home again; 
but ſoon after regained his authority, for a while. 

In 1660 he was returned a Member of the Convention Parliament 
that voted the King's return, and became ſo loyal on a ſudden, that he 
declared in the Houſe that, %% who had taken up arms during the war 


were as guilty as thoſe who ſentenced the King's death;”” but this was ſo 


highly reſented by the Houſe, that he was obliged to make his ſub- 
miſſion at the bar. Ar laſt he was mean enough to appear as a witneſs 
againſt the Regicides; “ His great property ſtrongly influencing his 
conduct.“ He died of grief, 1661, being one of the Twenty included 
in the Bill of Pains and Penalties. 


Joun THURLOE, 


Was born 1616, at Abbots-Roding in Eſſex, where his father, the Rev. 
Thomas Thurloe, was Rector.” Having been brought up to the Law, he 
was in 1644-5, recommended by his Patron, Lord Chief Juſtice St. 
John, to be one of the Secretarics to the Parliament Commiſſioners, at 
the Treaty of Uxbridge. In 1647-8 he was made a Receiver of the 
Curſitor fines, under the Commiſſioners of the Great Seal; in 1651 Se- 
cretary to the Council of State; and, afterwards, by Oliver Cromwell, 
his Secretary of State: in 1655 he had the care and charge of the Poſt- 
age, both foreign and inland; and two years after (when he was a 
Member in Parliament for the Ifle of Ely) received the thanks of the 
Houſe, “ for his great and many ſervices to the public.“ 

In 1657-8 he was made Chancellor of the Univerſity of Glaſgow ; 
and the next year, on the death of Oliver, continued in his offices by his 
ſon Richard, after whoſe abdication he was joined in the Secretaryſhip 
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by Jobn Thompſon, Eſq. Juſt towards the Reſtoration he offered his 
ſervices; and not long after (on a ſuſpicion of Treaſon) was committed 
to cuſtody by the Parliament ; but ſoon after being releaſed, he retired 
to Great-Milton, in Oxfordſhire, where he lived, excepting in Term 
time, when he reſided in Lincoln's Inn. He was of great uſe to Lord 
Clarendon in reſpect to Foreign affairs, and might have been employed 
in the adminiſtration of public buſineſs, had he not thought proper to 
decline it. He died ſuddenly in Lincoln's Inn, 1667-8, and was in- 
terred under the chapel there. 

« He was as amiable a man in private life, as he was great in his 
public character.” His dexterity in diſcovering ſecrets was wonderful; 
in ſhort, his judgment, knowledge, induſtry, diſpatch, and ſecreſy, 
were equally extraordinary. 


ANDREW MARVELL, 


* 

Son of a Clergyman, of Kingſton upon Hull, where he was born 1620, 
was educated at Cambridge; after which, he travelled “ through the 
moſt polite parts of the world,” being for a while, Secretary to the 
Embaſly at Conſtantinople. 

Afterwards he became aſſiſting Secretary to Millon, Oliver Cromwell”s 
Latin Secretaty. A little before the Reſtoration, he was choſen a member 
in Parliament for his native place, as he was again (1661) after that event; 
in which ſtation, he diſcharged his truſt with the utmoſt fidelity : for af- 
terwards, when Charles II. (who delighted in his company) ſent Lord 
Treaſurer Danby to him, (at his poor lodgings near the Strand) to offer 
him 1000l. and to know if there were any place at Court he would like: 
he replied (in effect) that, “ he could take nothing, for if be did, it would 
be expected of courſe that he ſhould vote with the Court, which he could not do 
without being falſe to his country, and that it would be more for his Majeſty's 
real intereſt for him not. He died 1678, not without ſtrong ſuſpicion 
of being poiſoned. 

« He was an admirable maſter of ridicule, which he exerted with 
great freedom, in the cauſe of liberty and virtue ;—a moſt honeſt ſatiriſt, 
his pen being always properly directed, and had ſome effect upon ſuch 
as were under no check or reſtraint from any laws, human or divine.” 


Joun RusHwORTH, 


Was born in Northumberland, about 1607. He ſtudied a while at 
Oxford, then became a ſtudent in Lincoln's Inn, where he continued till 
he was a Barriſter. Afterwards to obtain knowledge of State affairs, he 
attended the trials, &c. in the Star-chamber, Court of Honour, Exche- 

uer-chamber, &c, where he wrote down in ſhort hand, all that he 
thought material. In the long Parliament, he was made Aſſiſtant 9 


(485.5) 


of the Houſe of Commons, when he got in ſuch truſt with that Houſe, 
as to be employed by them in conveying meſſages and addreſſes to the 
King. In 1643, he took the Covenant, and being a near relation of Sir 
Thomas Fairfax, became his Secretary, when, in 1649, being at Oxford 
with him, he was created Maſter of Arts. In 1651-2, he was appointed 
one of the committee to conſult about the reformation of the Common 
Law. In 1658, he was burges for Berwick upon Tweed, and again for the 
ſame place (1660) in the healing Parliament; having been made ſome time 
before, one of the Clerks of the Council of State. In 1677, when Sir 
Orlando Bridgman, became Lord Keeper, he was made his Secretary. 
Next year, he was again choſen a member in Parliament for Berwick, as 
he was the year following, in the Oxford Parliament. He died 1690, 
in the King's Bench priſon, where he had been ſix years confined for 


debt. He was a laborious writer of the Engliſh Hiſtory of his own 
time, but is accuſed of partiality. 


Tnomas CAWwTON. 


This learned, religious, and loyal man, was born 1605, at Rainham in 
Norfolk, and educated firſt under the patronage of Sir Roger Town/end, 
of that county, and then fent to Cambridge, where he became ve 
learned in the Oriental Tongues, eſpecially the Hebrew, and alſo well 
{killed in the modern languages. 

His firſt living was at Wivenbo, in Effex, his next St. Bartholomew, 
behind the Royal Exchange, where in 1648-9, being deſired to preach 
before the Lord Mayor and Aldermen; he 1n his prayer, prayed for the 
then legal Sovereign, and the Royal Family, and in his ſermon, recom- 
mended, a limitation for ſoldiers to obſerve, according to the Scripture rules ; 
for which he was ſent to priſon, and not releaſed thence, till an Act of 
Grace took place, on account of the victories gained in Ireland, by the 
Parliament forces. Afterwards, it being diſcovered that he had ſent 
money into Scotland, for the King's ſervice, he, to prevent a ſecond im- 
e e fled to Holland; where he became one of the Paſtors of the 
Engliſh Church, at Rotterdam; when in 1658, he received a letter from 
the King, commending him, and requeſting his influence with the Pro- 
teſtants there, not to believe the report of his having turned Roman 
Catholic. 

It is obſervable; he lived ſeven years at Cambridge, ſeven at Wivenbo, 
ſeven in London, and ſeven at Rotterdam; where he died in Auguſt, 
1659. | 

JamEs NALTON, 


Paſtor of St. Leonard's, Foſter Lane, was the friend, fcllow-ſufterer, 
and afterwards companion of Mr. Cawton, when he fled to Holland, (be- 
ing, like him, concerned in Love's Plot) where at Rotterdam, they uſed 

to 


forbear the troubling himſelf with other thi

to preach in the Engliſh Church alternately ; but half a year after, Mr. 
Nalton having obtained leave to return to England, left his friend ſole 
teacher thereof. 

He was a learned, pious, and pathetic preacher, © being often ſo aN. 
fected with his ſubjett, as to ſhed tears while preaching; and it was no 


unuſual thing to ſee the tears trickling down the cheeks of the congre- 
ation at the ſame time.” | 


In the latter part of his life, he was ſubje& to melancholy, which ſome- 


times uſed to throw him into deſpair, in which diſtemper he died 1662. 


Hucn PETERS. 


This faint on one fide, and ſinner on the other, was born 1 599, at Foy, 
in Cornwall, and educated at Cambridge, where he became Batchelor of 
Arts, 1617, and Maſter of the ſame, 1622. He firſt preached at St. 
Sepulchre's, in London, where he became a great converter; but after. 
wards on account of non-conformity, went over to Holland, and thence 
in about ſix years to New England, when ſeven years after, he returned 
(on the buſineſs of that Colony) to England. The Civil war about that 
time breaking out, he went to Ireland; there he © led a brigade againſt 
the Rebels, and came off with honour and victory.“ On his return, he 
« was entertained by the Earl of Warwick, Sir Thomas Fairfax, and 
Oliver Cromwell,” being afterwards employed by them in deliverin 
meſſages, and accounts of battles and fieges to the Parliament; who 
finding him very active and zealous in their cauſe, beſides preſents of 
money, and allowing him Zool. a year, gave him an eſtate. Afterwards 
he was appointed (for which, he ſays himſelf, he was poorly qualified) 


one of the triers of Miniſters, and a Commiſſioner for amending the 


laws. He was afterwards with the Army abroad, when on his return 
(1658) Colonel Lockhart, writes to Secretary Thurloe, © T could not ſuffer 
our worthy friend Mr. Peters, to come away from Dunkirs, without a tefti- 
mony of the great benefits we have all received from him, &c.” and in the 
P. S. of the ſame letter, further adds,“ hat he gave us three or four very 
boneſt ſermons ; and if it were poſſuble to get him lo mind preaching, and 10 


ngs, be would certainly prove a very 

fit minifler for ſoldiers, &c. "TEE 
On the Reſtoration, he was tried, condemned, and executed, for his 
ſhare in the death of Charles I. his execution being attended with the 


utmoſt barbarity. He was the tool of his party, being © weak, igno- 
1ant, and zealous.” 


His party ſays, “ be was a ſhining lamp, which, though 2 fatally put 


out, the next age will admire, and even revere:“ but Wood calls him, © a 
diabolical villain, and pulpit buffoon,” 
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
